UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 


CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN CENTRAL AMERICA 
—SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 11.—Advices re- 
celved here show that Honduras, Nicaragua 
and Salvador are all under martial law, and 
that it is dangerous fora stranger to travel 
there, even when provided with a pass issued 
by the military authorities. Anyone caught 
without a pass and unknown to the 
officials is thrown into prison. The 
main cause of the strained relations between 
these Republics is the fact that Nicargua had 
established a harbor of refuge for political 
extles from Honduras, while Salvador had a 
feud with Nicaragua for permitting Hon- 
duras tobacco to be smuggled across Nicara- 
guan territory into Salvador. 

Presidént-Lavers of Honduras is having a 
hard time to maintain himself. Gen. Vas- 
quez, commander of the army, is at the 
Honduras capital. Lavers was expected 

there Jan. 16to attend aconference, but he 
feared assassination and failed to attend the 
meeting. He is now ein hiding and a change 
in government will probably result soon. 
Hany of Lavers’ friends fied to Nicaragua 
and the latter refused to yield them up. Itis 
only the poverty of Honduras which prevents 
it from delaring war on Nicaragua. 

Salvador is equally angry, but it is poor 
and is also fearful Guatemala would invade 
jt the moment it engaged in trouble with 
Nicaragua. 


LOOKS BAD IN COLOMBIA. 

CURACOA, West Indies, Feb. 11.—News has 
been received from Cuota. in the Colombian 
Province of Pamplona, that a serious out- 
break against the Government in the south- 
erh provinces of the United States of Colom- 
bia may be expected at any time. 
The riots in Bogota have been 
followed by trouble in various 
portions of the Department of 
Cundimarca, of which Bogota is the capital. 


‘Citizens are making violent protests against 


the arbitrary actsof the Government and the 
department may be placed under military 
law. 

An outbreak is daily expected in the State 
of Santander, nearthe Venezuelan frontier, 
where the citizens are better prepared for 
revolt than in any other part of the Re- 
public, being well armed. 

In the Departments of Bolivar and Cauca 
there is also cOnsiderable discontent and 
shrewd observers believe that revolution will 
soon be declared in all parts of Colombia.

THE WORKINGMEN’S MEBTING. 


State Senators Stone and Zspenchiei 
Cross- Exam ined. 

A mass meeting of workingmen td discuss 
certain labor legislation pending in the Leg- 
islature was called last night at Central 
Turnhall but owing to some mis- 
understanding concerning the hall, it 
was much less massive than 
would otherwise have been the case, for the 
meeting did not convene until9 o’clock, and 
by that hour the crowds had melted away 
until only a hundred or so responded 
to the raps to order, sounded by 
Mr. Frank Witt, Secretary of District 
Assembly No. 4, Knights of Labor, who called 
on Mr. William Delany of the Executive 
Board of D. A. No. 4. The latter announced 
the object of the meeting to be the discus- 
sion of certain proposed legislation now be- 
fore the General Assembly and of special in- 


terest to workingmen as such. Mr. Delany 
aon upon Senator Stone toopen the speak“ 
ng. 

Senator Stone spoke first of the bill for free 
employment agencies in St. Louls, etc. He 
thought ita very well-intentioned measure, 
as it would enable a man wanting work to go 
to the agency and get his job, without being 
subjected to the gouging of so called employ- 
ment bureaus; but it had been so weakened 
by amendments that he did not have a very 
high opiniun of its efficiency. 

The fellow-servant bill was another good 
measure. It gave working people the same 
indemnity for the carelessness or neglect of 
a fellow employe that the outside public now 
bas against the same act of negligence or 
want of care. This bill was still under dis- 
cussion, and he thought it would pass. 

Another excellent measure was One pre- 
venting n or companies from com- 
peliing applicants for work to sign agree- 
ments to Withdraw from any labor organiza- 
tion with which they might be connected, as 
woll as an agreement not to join any. Such 
Agreements he regarded as contrary to public 
policy, and the principle of the measure met 
with his hearty approval.

SANTO DOMINGO. 


The Island That Has Come Under Amer- 
loan Influence. 

The part of the island of Hayti, known as 
San Domingo, or Santo Domingo, of which it 
is asserted that an American syndicate has 
obtained practical control, has received more 
attention from American statesmen than 


any of the West Indies. Proposition after 
proposition has been made that the United 
States should buy it, and more than one dele- 
gation has visited Washington with the in- 
tention of securing annexation to this coun- 
try. As early as 1820 the question was first 
brought up. It was eppens? agen Jack 
son’s second term, and again during Tyler’s. 
Itis well remembered what an effort was 
made under Grant’s administration to pur- 
chase San Domingo, or at leasta rt of it. 
The plan was strongly favore by Gen. 
sent an agent, the

Gen. Buez, the President of the Republic, in 


regard toannexation. Whenit was ascer- 
tained that this not pass.Gon-.

The fight in the Senaté over the notification 
of this treaty was a most memorable one. 
Charles Sumner ied the oppositian to the ad- 
ministration, and regarded his success in 
securing the defeat of the measure as one of 
the greatest Of his life. Since that period no 
effort has been made to reopen negotiations, 
andthe island has received little attention 
from American statesmen. It has, how- 
ever, been Known that there was a strong 
party among the islauders who desired an- 
nexation, 

That San Domingo is a country rich in nat- 
ural resources has long been known. Under 
the Spanish rule it was one of the most pros- 
perous of the West Indies. Its climate is 
nearly perfect, cold weather being unknown, 
while excessive heat ig rare. Nearly all the 
land 1s 9 me hes gy degree of cultiva- 
tion, and rivers and streams furnish an 
ample water supply. At one time its silver 
mines were famous for their richness, 
coffee and indigo plantations covered the 
island, the fruits were among the finest in 
the West Indies,and Samana Bay was the 
the center of alarge commerce. But this 
condition of affairs has ceased to exist. 
When transferred to France many of the 
richest settlers left, and during the revolt 
that swept over San Domingo and Hayti 
most of the rest were killed or driven away. 
San Domingo gained the right of self-gev. 
ernment, butin every other way. freedom 
was a distinct losz. The silver mines 
in the interior were abandoned, 
and to-day their very location 16 
a matter of conjecture. The great 
plantations in the interior were given up, 
and the rapid growth of tropical vegetation 
oe wiped out all vestiges of them. A few 
ofthe great estates hear the seacoast re- 
but for years they produced littie. 
hefirst quarter of the century San 
Domingo seemed in à fair way to lose all 
traces Of civilization. Wars with Hayti and 
lawlessness among the inhabitants rendered 
lifeaud property unsafe, and the state of 
affairs seemed nearly hopeless. Since that 
time a steady although slow Improvement 
has been goingon. Much of the land has been 
reclaimed, and efforts made to regain 
the old prosperity . The possession of so fine 
a seaport as San Domingo, one of the largest 
and most secure in the West Indies, invited 
commerce, and with a very smallamount of 
labor éxcellent crops could be raised. But 
nearly all commerce and agriculture was, 
and still is, confined toa narrow belt along 
the coast. Roads are few and bad, and in 
the interior are almost unknown, It was an 
effort to build arailrodd that would render

RUTLAPYD, vt. Feb. 11.—By the ea ve - in ofa 
wallatio’clock this afternoon in a West 
Rutland quarry, operated by the Vermont 
Marble Co., with which Senator Proctor is 
connected, seven men were killed outright 
anda number of others injured. The vie- 
tims, who were members of a gang at work 
channeling and taking away refuse, were 
buried beneath a mass of stone large enough 
to fill Hfteeen freight cars, and their bodies 
were horribly mangled.

UNDER TONS OF MARBLE. 

The accident was near the extreme end of 
the quarry, far under the hill. The killed 
and some of the injured were buried under 
tons of rock. and the workof rescue was 
necessarily difficult, but scores of men went 
at it with a will. 

The loose pieces were removed and blasts 
put in to remove the largsr pieces, some of 
which weighed many tons. Soon one dead 
body was found and taken from under the 
shelf into the open part of the quarry. It 
was so mutilated it could not be recognized. 
Before any more dead could be found a large 
mass of rock had to be blasted away, which 
took some time. of a 

Under the midst ofa piece @, enough 
to fill two freight cars were d une bodies 
of two men, so closely jammed gether that 
they looked like one. Neither body could 
be recognized. The stones around the 
scenes more than 300 feet below the surface 
were covered with blood in all directions. It 
was well on in the evening before the work 
of rescue concluded. 

The cause of the cavingin ofthe quarry is 
not positively known. The mass of stone 
which covered the men who were at work 
close by was 80 feet in length and 20 feet 
wide. 

WITHOUT WARNING. 

This great mass fel] without the least warn- 
ing, and all who were at work there were at 
once covered: A prominent marble company 
official believes that the stone was loosened 
by freezing. Eighty men were at work in 
the quarry. 

T. A. Maguire undertook to go into the 
quarry after the disaster. Hefell from the 
ladder forty feet, and was seriously, perhaps 
fatally injured. 

All the victims carried accident insurance 
with the Vermont Marble Co. The families 
of the dead will receive $500 each in all cases, 
with one-half the yearly wages, if the wages 
were over $1,000 a year. The injured men 
will receive one-half their weekly wages 
and all doctors’ bills. 


A BRAKEMAN KILLED. 

WATAHAcc HIER, Tex., Feb. 11.—A brakeman 
by the name of Isaac Stephens, living in this 
place, was killed to-day by falling from the

Itis very 
generally understood, however, that the 
administration strongly favors annexation, 
and that in a very few days a message 
will be sent to Congress embodying the Pres- 
ident’s views. Whether it will take the form 
of a treaty or of a message to both Houses 
asking foraspecial authority to conclude a 
treaty cannot now be stated. It issafeto 
say, however, that the bias of the President 
and his advisers is decidedly toward annexa- 
tion and that the Administration hopes to 
close the entire incident before March 4. 

The Oabinet spent an hour yesterday morn- 
ing in considering the action of Minister 
John L. Stevens in extending an American 
protectorate over the Hawalian Islands 
without uuthority from the State Depart- 
ment. Both Secretary of State Foster and 
the President are very much embarrassed by 
the action of the American Minister, but 
they a re both inclined to make a public 
show of approving his course. The Secretary 
of State promptly telegraphed his approval 
of the action of Minister Stevens and (Capt. 
Wiltze in tendering the naval force from the 
Boston on the Monday following the revo- 
lution, and this dispatch was forwarded to 
the American representatives on the first 
vessel that cleared for Honolulu. 

THE BRITISH MINISTER'S PROTEST. 

The latest files of Honolulu papers are read

THE WATIONAU SONG WRITTEN 
KING KALAKADA, 


Saw Fraworsco, Feb. 11.—The following is 
the national hymn of Hawali, the words of 
which were written by King Kalakaua. The 
King was a proficient scholar in both the 
Hawalian and the English languages, but he 
seems to have been carried away 
with admiration for his native

above lines, so they cannot be translated 
metrically and at the same time express the 
sentiment with which they were written. 
The verses are formed like an apostrophe, 
after the manner of some of the psalms of 
David. A literal translation by an American, 
who has long dweit in the Hawaiian Islands.

America is nothing if not original. We 
have become great without precedence and 
we try experiments without fear.

“| “The power of corporations to juggle with 
legislation never was more strikingly 


pictufed than in the bolemn farce of deter- 
mining whether or not the electric wires 
in this city ought to be put underground, 
now being enacted in the State Legis- 
lature. 

The subject has been debated before a 
committee and will be debated again. 
There is a committee here taking ‘‘expert 
testimony’’ on the subject, which will be 
reported to the Legislature, and the sub- 
ject will again receive prolonged discus- 


‘sion. The question will then be settled by 


a vote the nature of which will be deter- 
mined by the ability of a few rich corpora- 
tions to command votes either by wool- 
pulling or wire- pulling. 

What expert testimony is needed to 
demonstrate that wires may be put under- 
ground, when wires are underground and 
are working far better than wires overhead 
in a number of cities? 

What expert testimony is needed to show 
the necessity of putting the wires under- 
ground or the overwhelming wish of the 
people that they be put there when un- 
sightly poles destroy the beauty of thous- 
ands of homes, and the tangled network of 
dangerous wires menace the lives of citi- 


.zens and millions of dollars worth of 


property? 

What sort of testimony is needed to 
prove to legislators that the wire corpora- 
tions are playing them when their agents, 
lobbyists and tools are actively engaged in 
trying to fool, becloud and influence 
them; when statements contrary to the 
evidence of their senses and the inevitable 
judgment of common sense are poured 
upon them? 

When legislators permit corporation 
henchmen to guide their investigation and 
to try to convince them by ‘‘expert testi- 
mony’’ that what has been done cannot 
be done, that the city should do what it 
cannot do, that the corporations want to 
do what they will not do and as Senator 
Cochrane puts it ‘‘half a million people 
dwell in contentment surrounded, by a 
network of deadly wires,’’ it is impossible 
not to believe that the proceedings on the 
underground wire bill are a ridiculous 
farce and that corporation influence and 
boodle has far more to do with the action 
of the Legislature than considerations of 
the public good. 
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DRAMSHOP LAW. 


In considering new dramshop legislation 
the General Assembly is apparently ignor- 
ing the fact, well known to the people of 
St. Louis, that the fatal weakness of our 
present dramshop law in this city is its 
want of proper concessions to local self- 
government or local option in the regula- 
tion of the saloon business. 

The Sunday closing provision as applied 
to the sale of beer is so much at variance 
with the sentiments and social habits of a 
large majority of the voters and people of 
St. Louis that the only effect of that pro- 
vision is to organize all our political par- 
ties and all branches of our municipal gov- 
ernment, executive, legislative and judi- 
cial, against the: enforcement of it, and 
thus other provisions of the law which 
the combined brewery and liquor interests 
do not like are disregarded by them with 
impunity. 

An ever widening circle of evils results 
from a situation like this, because a suc- 
cessful combination against law and hon- 
est administration is never so powerful 
that it can refuse to take under its pro- 
tecting wing an ever widening circle of 

abuées and erimes, until the municipality 
under its control becomes a reeking mass 
of rottenness. 

To change this situation—to release our 
municipal politics from the control ot a 
powerful law-breaking combination with 
a majority of the voters at its back —some 
reform in the law itself is needed as well 
as some reform inthe machinery for its 
enforcement. Reform of the latter will 
be unavailing unless coupled with neces- 
sary concessions to currents of local life 
and popular will too strong to be reversed 
by adverse statutes. 

The latitude allowed to the City Collector 
in the matter of collecting the merchants’ 
license tax, becomes, in the hands of some 
of his deputies, either with or without his 
knowledge and consent, a safe and easy 
means of favoring tax-dodgers and sharing 
with them the proceeds of gross frauds 
upon the public revenue. The quasi- 
judicial function of licensing dramshops 
and generally administering the dramshop 
law has been imposed upon the City 
Collector only to convert his office 
into an agency of nullification and a 
bureau of political mischief and corrup- 
tion. Certainly that office should be di-

SALARIES AND sIMPLIOITY. 


It will be remembered that one of the 
reasons assigned for Judge Gresham’s 
refusal to accept the Populist nomination 
for the Presidency was that he was a poor 
man and cogid not afford to give 
up his salary on the bench for 
a fruitless honor. Similar considerations 
have induced men well qualified for 
Cabinet offices to decline such positions, 
and it is said that mu¢h of Mr. Cleveland’s 
difficulty in finding a Secretary of State 
has come from the poverty of the men to 
whom the honor has been offered. And 
should Judge Gresham decide to decline 
to enter Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet this will 
no doubt be a serious, if not the determin- 
ing influence. | 

Wealth has come to be a necessity to 
Cabinet officers, because it is taken for 
granted that the Secretaries should make as 
much display socially as the foreign min- 
isters in Washington. They must,it issaid, 
offer the same hospitality they receive, it 
being assumed that luxury is an essential 
element of hospitality. Butin truth this 
can be dispensed with without taking any- 
thing from the quality of entertainment, 
which rests, after all, upon native social 
graces of manner and character. 

This is the democratic view and no one 
can seriously question it who is not given 
over wholly to the worship of mere wealth. 
True, a certain amount of money is nec- 
essary to enable a public officer to main- 
tain a proper dignity and self-respect, and 
possibly the salaries of Cabinet off - 
cers might be increased, but no concession 
should be made to luxury, which is 
both undemocratic and inartistic. We 
have set out to teach the world that the 
best riches are found in the mental and 
moral nature, jm the personal character; 
and if the foreign ministers are not satis- 
fied with the decial opportunities offered 
by free contact with high-minded men and 
women, destitute of barbaric trappings, 
they should be commiserated for their bad 
taste and kindly taught that democratic 
simplicity is one of the most important 
contributions made to the world by the 
American people. 
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‘EXCESSIVE OPTIMISM.’’:

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When the French attorney of De Lesseps 
attempted to justify his client’s conduct 
in the Panama swindle by saying that he 
was under the influence of ‘ ‘excessive 
optimism,’’ he hit upon aclever phrase 
which aptly describes a product of the 
prevailing fever of speculation much in 
evidence just now in this, country as well 
as in France.

away the distincton of mine and: thine 
in the use of means to tempt 
Dame Fortune. The ‘‘excessive optimist“ 
is usually a man of good intentions and of 
winning qualities. He has no thought of 
appropriating anything that does not be- 
long to him. He is not even greedy 
in a mean sense, but often overflows 
with generosity. The trouble with him 
is that yielding to breezy hope and the 
impulses of large generosity he forgets to be 
just and honest. In the confident expecta- 
tion of being able to replace them with 
largely accrued benefits the ‘ ‘excessive 
optimist’’ takes any means within his 
reach, and when the fatal turn comes that 
ruins his plans and blasts his hopes he 
stands crushed and unveiled as the looter 
of public treasuries, the wrecker of business 
enterprises, the aespoiler of others. 

‘*Excessive optimism’’ would perhaps 
not be such a menace to every man’s prop- 
erty and subtle enemy of public morality 
if it were not that it is catching and wins 
so much sympathy. The mass of the 
people insensibly yield to its fascinations 
and under its influence loses that nice 
sense of honor and honesty which is the 
best safeguard of society. Attractive per- 
sonality and hopefulness are permitted to 
obscure regard for ores obligation of

Upon taking the rostrum Mr. Cahill 
stated that the Lucas ship enterprise 
nad long struggled against difficulties, 
but that it now was in smoother 
waters. The advice had been given its pro- 
Jectors to follow the example ofthe famous 
Don't Give upthe Ship’’ Lawrence. Their 
answer was on the banner which hung 
above his head, which bore the divice, ‘*We 

Don’t Give up the Ship. Forty years ago, 
the great engineer and glographer, Maury, 

had stated that the day would come when 

vessels would take cargo at St. Louis, and 
carry itto Liverpool. At thetimethis pre- 
diction appeared wild. Fifteen years ago the 
idea of aship with a center-board, or rather 
an adjustable heel, had suggested itself to 
Andrew H. Tucas of St. Louis. He 
had perfected the invention, and 
the first ship was now in process of construc- 
tion. Ue statedthat the architect was un- 
fortunately unable to be present, but that he 
had full faith in the success of the enterprize. 

He next read the following telegram from 
Capt. Charles F. Powell, A cm of engi- 
neers, Sioux City, Io., Feb. : 

lunderstand you are about 3 a Lucas type 
ship, and wish to express my opinion of the prac- 
ticability of suchacraftin deep and shoal waters, 
which opinion is favorable. Ilexamined the plans 
some two years ago and I have noticed them since. 
I think there is need for vessels which can navigate, 
as ship is designed to do,

like New Orleaus, Galveston and Mobile 
shoal bar harbors on our coast and in 
Mexico, Central and South America, also on the 
Pacific coast where there are several entrances hav- 
fag channels from 4 to 10 fees deep and no means of 
transportafion except by sea.

HOME INSURANCE APPRECIATED. 


The Covenant Mutual Increases Its Busi- 
ness and Makes a Gratilying Showing 
for 1892. 

The Covenant Mutual's report for 1892, filed 
with the Missouri Insurance Department, 
shows a most satisfactory increase of busi- 
ness over the previous year’s record. Its 
total assets amount to $480,855.50, a gain of 
$118,844.78. Its net surplus as to policy hold- 
ers is $100,216.32, a gain of $91,082.78. Its 
premium income forthe year was $75,880.50, 
a gain of $18,354.42. Sixteen hundred and 
eighty-seven policies, insuring $1,646,000, 
were written, making a net gain of 392 poll- 
cies, and $517,558.35 in amount. The total 
policies in force number 3,344, insuring $3, 491, - 
429.75. This shows a gain forthe past two 
years of 1,934 policies, amounting to $1,598, - 
528. In this connection it is not out of place 
to mention that the failure a few years ago of 
several St. Louis life insurance companies 
has made it somewhat difficult. for a home 


company to secure its just share of new 
business without considerable expense in 
Held work.

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THE INDICATIONS NOW ARE THAT IT 
WILL BE DEMOCRATIC. 


With Forty-five Members of the Dominant 
Party, Thirty-five Republicans and 
Four Populista— The New Men Who 
Will Take Seats in the Chamber—Some 
Surprises in the Recent Election. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 11.—There is no 
doubt now about the political control of the 
United States Senate after March 4. It Is 
inaccurate to speak of the next Senate. The 
Senate of the United States ne ver dies. It is 
a continuous body. But at the beginning of 
every Administration it is or may be re- 
organized. When the Senate of the Fifty- 
third Congress meets Vice-President Adlai 
E. Stevenson will take the chair of the Pres!i- 
dent of the Senate, vacated by Mr. Morton, 
and a complete reorganization of the com- 
mittees will be made, the chairmanships, of 
course, going to Democrats. The employes 
of the chamber are preparing for the visit of 
the headsman, but itis probable that many 
of the occupants of the subordinate places in 
the Senate will be retained. The important 
positions, however, will be given to Demo- 
crats. 

While this view of the change that has 
come over the upper branch of Congress is 
the one uppermost in the minds of Senate 
emploves and the Democrats who are seeking 
preferment, the important thing is the fact 
that after March 4 thecountry will have a 
Democratic Government in all its branches. 
It will be Democratic at both ends of Penn- 
sylvania avenue—a situation that has not oc- 
curred before since Buchanan’s Administra- 
tion, 

Since Jan. 1, the Legislatures of eighteen 
States have met and elected Senators to fll 
the seats of those members whose terms ex- 
pire March 4, 1893. 

The result in nearly all of these States was 
very accurately predicted before the meeting 
of the Legislatures, the predictions being 
based onthe returnsof the November elec- 
tions. There were two surprises, however. 
Kansas was expected to elect a middle-of- 
the-road Populist, and in Nebraska the 
Republicans were fullof hope of the success 
of either Paddock or Thurston. 

But Kansas sends a straight Democrat, 
John Martin, to succeed Bishop Perkins, 
and Nebraska returns a Populist in the place 
of Algernon S. Paddock. 

The Democrats will have, when the Senate 
meets with its new members in their seats, 
45 votes; the Republicans 89, and the Popu- 
lists 4,1f, as now seems assured, Montana 
and Wyoming elect Democrats.

TEXT OF THE CAR COUPLER BILL AS PASSED 


BY THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Senator Sherman 
gave notice that he would offer an amend- 
ment to any general appropriation Dill, It 
was to enabie the Secretary of the 
Treasury to provide for and to maintain 
the redemption of United States notes 
according to the provisions of the act of Jan. 
14, 1875, To provide for the resumption of 
specie payments. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized at his discretion 
to issue, sell and dispose of, at not less than 
par in coin either of the description of bonds 
authorized in said act or bonds of the United 
States bearing, not to exceed 8 per cent a- 
terest, payable semi-annually, and re- 
deemable at the pleasure of the 
United States after five years from 
their date, with like qualities, privl- 
leges and exemptions provided in 
said act forthe bonds therein authorized to 
the extent necessary to carry the said re- 
sumption act into full effect, and to use the 
proceeds thereof for the purpose provided in 
sald act. An appropriation of $50,000 is pro- 
posed to defray expenses. 

Mr. Blodgett (Dem.) of New Jersey, of- 
fered an amendment providing that the act 
shall not apply to four wheeled cars or the 
locomotives used in handling them. (Mean. 
ing coal trains.) The amendment was 
agreed to. 

The consideration of the bill was inter- 
rupted to allow the conference report on the 
fortifications bill to be presented by Mr. 
Dawes (Rep.) of Massachusetts. 

Mr. Hawley (Rep.) of Connecticut askea 
what had been done about the Senate 
amendment appropriating $600,000 for sites 
for fortifications for coast defenses. 

Mr. Dawes replied that the amendment 
had been reduced in conference to $175,000. 

Finally the conference report was agreed 
to—the other changes made in the bill being 
of less importance. 

The consideration of the Car Coupler bill 
was then resumed. 

Mr. George offered an amendment provid- 
ing that no railroad employe who may be in- 
jured shall be deemed to have assumed the 
risk occasioned by the use of any locomotive, 
car or tram. After discussion, the amend- 
ment was.agreed to, yeas, 42; nays, 7; 
(Messrs, Blodgett, Brice, Cafferty, Camden, 
Gray, Morgan and Sawyer. ) 

The substitute for the House bill was then 
agreed to, and the billas thus amended, was 
passed—yeas, 39; nays, 10. It now goes back 
to the House. 

The negative votes were given by Messrs. 
Blodgett, Brice, Daniel, George, Gorman, 
Harris, Morgan, Sawyer, Stewart and Vance.

Bec. 6. That any such common carrier using any 
locomotive engine, running any train or hauling or 
permitting to be hauled or used on its line any car in 
yiolation of the provisions of this aet, shall be 
liable to a penalty of $100 foreach and every such 
violation, to be recovered in a sult or suits 
to be brought by the United States District Attorney 
inthe district court of the United States having 
jurisdiction in the locality where such violation 
shail have been committed, and it shall be the 
duty of such district attorney to bring such 
sults upon duly verified information be- 
ing lodged with him of such viola- 
tion having occurred, and it shall also be the duty of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to lodge with 
the proper District Attorneys information of any 
such violations as may come to their knowledge;

The Events of the Fast Week Has Paved 
the Way fot Atiother Ministerial 
Grisie—Public Opinion on the Sen- 
tones of De Lesseps and His Associ- 
_ ates—The Great Engineer Win Never 
os to Prison—French Affairs. — 


Fans. Feb. 11.~The dramatic feature of 
the week has been the coming of a man into 
Frenen history. For months France ha 
sought in vain for a strong man. Wednes- 
day his name was known. He entered the 
Chamber of Deputies inthe morning, insig- 
nificant unheralded as plain Cavaignac, the 
ordinary Deputy. He left it a colossal 
figure, filling. the horizon, Homeric 
in his sudden greatness. In no other country 
in the world is such atheatric change possi- 
Die. He did not even, Uke Byron, wake one 
morningtofind himself famous. He found 
himself suddenly the first figure in the na- 
tion without an intervening night. The 
phrases with which he shook the Government 
and all but overturned it Wednesday 
were commonplace enough and had been 
said again and again. It was the seizing of 
the supreme moment for saying them that 
made him great, enabled him to carry with 
him all the Chamber practically against the 
Government. The very heart of the speech 
recited the most obvious thing possible, 
simply that the Panama scandal was being 
used by politicians. But there was some- 
thing in it that the Republic must not be con- 
demned for the sins of individuals, that the 
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stain must be wiped out, and so on. In the. 


end the order of the day was voted. iF 

His speech will be placarded throughout 
the length and breadth ofthe land, and he 
himself will be placed on the highest pedes- 
tal. He went into the Chamber an ordinary 
Deputy, like many others. He went 
out the acknowledged candidate for 
the presidency, and a politician 
who will doubtless be called on soon to form 
anew ministry. All France is rejoicing that 
it has found a man to turn to in these days of 
kaleidescopic change of government. 

A trifling accident brings home more forci. 
biy than columns of talk the widespread be- 
lief among all classes in the dishonesty and 
corruptibility of the great men of France. A 
worthy couple living at Buteaux cannot be 
made to believe that 500 francs will not ob- 
tain any favor from the President of 
the Republic himself. Some time ago they for- 
warded this bribe to M. Carnot, begging that 
he would hasten the judicial proceedings 
in connection with a law suit they were 
anxious to havesettled, M. Carnot sent back 
the 600 francs, but the would-be corruptors 
evidently skeptical with regard to political 
honesty, again forwarded the same sum to 
the Elysee. This time a police commissary 
begged them as he returned their money not

PAVED THE WAY FORA CRISIS, 
une events of the week in Paris have 
paved the way for another cabinet crisis. 
The one subject of discussion for the last 
three days has been the sentencing of the 
Panama prisoners. Not even when Deputy 
Delahaye made his first speech against the 
Panama company inthe Chamber or when 
the directors and Sans-LeRoy and Eiffel were 
arrested has the excitement in the streets 
and cafes and theaters run so high as on the 
afternoon when the sentences were an- 
nounced, At5o’clock all Paris was in the 
streets, 
The journals got out special editions, yet 
the newspapers did not half supply the de- 
mand) The delivery men were besieged by 
crowds-of men and women from the moment 
they left the publication offices. Many lost 
their bundles in trying to transfer them to 
the newspaper booths, the wrap- 
pers were torn off, and, de- 
gpite the interference of the police, the 
**specials’’ were scattered broadcast in the 
crowds. Tne excitement before the booths 
in the vicinity of the Palais Bourbon all 
but caused a riot. Deputies ran from the 
lobbies and officials left the public offices de- 
serted. to buy for fifty or seventy-five cen- 
times, or a franc, newspapers which ordi- 
harily sell for ten or fifteen centimes. 
POPULAR OPINION. 

The popular opinion as beard from the 
crowds in the street was that the sentences 
were just andthat the evidence could have 
warranted none other. The clamor as to the 
éruelty of sentencing Ferdinand de Lesseps 
was raised the next day by the press, 
part of which would have attacked 
any decision, so as to weaken the 
Government and especially the Minister of 

tice. The rest of the press, so free with 
ts denunciations, has advocated for weeks a 

icy of suppression of all further investi- 
gation, as the editors have been already too 
much compromised for their profit or con- 
venience and by continued probing would be 
ghown in a still more unenviable light. 

As far as Eitel, Charles de Lesseps and 
Oottu are concerned, most Parisians are 
atixtous to see them behind lock and key. 
As ‘for Ferdinand de Lesseps, whose 


demnation was forced upon the 
eee by his implication in the same 
fraudulent transactions with the others, it is 
generally understood that he will never go to 
prison. Should he live he would be pardoned. 
In legal circles especially the sentences are 
pronounced to be unexceptionable. 

There is no doubt that next to the political 
considerations which influenced the judges 
to base their séntences strictly upon the 
evidence the guarantee syndicate swindle 
mitigated most strongly against any 
possibility of the discharge of the 


sonérs. The decision dwelt at special. 


length upon the fact that the 
Oremiux syndicate for undertaking a slight 
risk recéived almost 2,000,000 francs, while 
subsequent syndicates, which undertook no 
risks at all, recelvyed much heavier compen- 
gation. These transactions, merely ac- 
cording to the internal evidence, 
were 80 incongruous as to prove fraud, 
of ° which all directors, including 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, must have been 
cognizant. On this one point, according to 
the decision, every director would have been 
liable, without a word of the abundant oral 
testimony given in corroboration to the 
penalty determined by the court.

Col, Fellows 
declared that the committee meant: business 
and that its subpoenas could not be disobeyed 
without risk Of arrest. The other members of 
the committees agreed with the chairman 
that, if there were any disposition on the 
part of the witnesses to ignore subpoenas, 
steps to compel their attendance should be 
taken. The only available witness this 
morning was Secretary Colne, who has 
already testified at two hearings of 
the committee. Secrétary Colne was 
of the belief that he would not 
be called upon again and attended 
through curlosity to learn what his ex-col- 
leagues in the American branch would say. 
They failed to appear, and Secretary Colne 
was recalled, greatly to his astonishment, to 
give further explanations of various items in 
that mysterious blotter, which he produced 
at the last meeting. Mr. Geary has 
been closely examining the document 


that instead of $5,000 having been paid to Col. 
Robert G. Ingersoil for counsel fees, $19,500 
had been the amount.

RUFUS HATCH DYING 


— — Ü—⅛ 


The Ex-Millionaire Passing Away 
“Down on His Luck.” 


NEARING THE END OF A CAREER FULL 
OF UPS AND Downs. 
— 


Gketeh of His Gigantic Financial Opera- 
tions~Hie Experience With the Yel- 
lowstone Park—Received His Finan- 
olal Death Blow From the Villard 
Crash~Dr. Green's Lilness. 

NEw York, Feb. 11.—Rufus Hatch is dying 
at his modest home in Spuyten Duyvel 

Heights. He is dying down on his luck,“ 


but in his quarter century or more 
of life in the Street he has been 
up and down from top to bottom 


of the ladder of feverish money getting and 
money losing. Heis now a memberof the 
contemned little exchange around the cor- 
ner, but he wasa high roller on the floor of 
the big Exchange. He had a capital train- 
ing for asuccessful man, He was born on a 
farm and had a good firm understanding 
of physical health. He came East witha 
full knowledge of Western affairs, and with 
Henry Keep started in to bull Northwestern 
and madea fortune. The panicky times of 
1969 found Mr. Hatch a vigorous bear, but he 
waited too long, went short too 
far and failure met him in 
1873 with a balance of nearly a million 
againsthim. But he was a leader ih specu- 
lation and was soon up again. The Northern 
Pacific was then going: on and booms 
of every sort were rampant. 
Mr. Hatch went out to see the 
land, struck the Yellowstone Park, was 
entranced with its beauties and its 
probabilities, and set about securing it. 
A spur of the Northern Pacific was to 
run down into the park, and with the 
exclusive rights granted the park company 
would practically have supplanted the United 
States in the Ownership of the park. An op- 
position, headed by Senator Vest of Missouri, 
was started, and Rufus Hatch was ousted 
from the park on the ground that he wanted 
it really as an exclusive grazing ground for 
his own herds in the then booming cattle 
ranch trade. 

It was in 1883 that he went to England and 
organized a party of exploiters, including 
titled correspondents for the large London 
dailies. They came here prepared to be feasted 
and were not disappointed. They got to 
the park, after visiting Niagara, Chicago, St. 
Paul and other cities en route, hada high old 
time and were rolling on grandly when news 
came ofthe Villard crash of 1883 in Northern 
Pacific, and Rufus Hatch was again 
aruined man. He got the Englishmen off 
his hands as soon as de could, 
and they went home mystified, declar- 
ing this was a great country, but 
with no very clear idea of what had 
happened, That was the last fallure and 
from it Rufus Hatch has not recovered. He 
wentoutofthe stock Exchange, out of the 
Produce Exchange and took a member- 
ship in the Consolidated, which 
he now holds. Mr, Hatch haa 
a special facility for getting into law suits. 
Gould never liked him and frequently 
warned those in deals and pools to keep 
Hatch out, since there would surely be trou- 
dle if he were let in. In the amalgamation of 
the American and Western Union Telegraph 
companies there was just such a break. 

Mr. Hatch at his death will leave three 
children by his first wife, who was a Miss 
Charlotte I. Hold, and four by his seeond 
wife, who was a daughter of Capt. Gray, 
the Commodore of the Pactfic Mall fleet. 
Lately he has been the head ofthe Rufus 
Hatch Limited Company, intended to 
operate in the street, and was also interested 
in the ranch business in New Mexicoand Ari- 
zona.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


Appropriation Bills Introduced and Con- 
sidered—The Pavey Suit. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 11.—The declara- 

tion of Atty.-Gen. Maloney in the case of the

THE WIRES ARE A CONSTANT MENACE 
_ 20 LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


_ hey Impede the Work of the Fire De- 
partment and Place the Lives of the 
Firemen in Jeopardy—Senator Burks 
Acts as an Interlocutor for the Wire 


Companies—Superintendent of Light- 
ing Andrew J. O’Reilly Makes Some 
Very Ridiculous Statements. 


_ Testimony was taken yesterday afternoon 
in the reading room of the Laclede Hotel in 
relation to the overhead wire problem. The 
Senate committee of six appointed to visit 
St. Louis and gather information for the en- 
lightenment of the Senators in voting upon 
the Stone bill to bury the troublesome, un- 
sightly and dangerous wires, worked all the 
afternoon and heard a mass of evidence. 


The committee is also empowered to ex-. 


amine the asylum for the blind at Morgan 
and Nineteenth streets, report its condition 
and make some recommendation as 
to whether it is advisable to 
appoint a commission to build a new 
asylum and sell the present site, which has 
become extremely valuable.

in your mouth and it wouldn't hurt you?“? 

‘That might suit you, but it wouldn't suit 
me, laughed the old chief.“ 

In answer to Senator Newberry the witness 
said that, although while he was inthe Fire 
Department no men were seriously hurt, they 
were constantly in dread of the wires. The 
electric fire alarm telegraph wires were the 
first erected in the city. They were not 
dreaded because they were not numerous. 
The Postal and Western Union com- 
panies were the first to cause 
a nuisance and serve as an obstruc- 
tion to the firemen. Some men had 
been shocked and burned by these, though 
not dangerously. 

Replying to Senator Newberry the 
witness said that the danger now 
from telephone wires was that when 
ghey broke they often came in contact 
with the power and electric light wires and 
then they were deadly. He knew of several 
persons being seriously hurt by electric light 
wires. If I had the power, said he, 1 
would put them all underground. There is 
but one question in the way, and that is 
money. The companies themselves would 
prefer to have them below the surface.’’ 

Could not the city have prevented the 
present state of affairs if it had chosen?’’ 
asked Senator Burks. 

Why of course, but what can you expect 
when the men sent to the Council are in- 
fluenced by every Tom, Dick and Harry.’’ 

Senator Newber said: ‘*You think then 
that with plenty of money they could run the 
wires anywhere, through a church if they 
wanted?’’ 

„es. You gentlemen should go to Chicago 
= see the difference between that city and 
this.’ 

Senator Stephens asked if a trolley wire 
would kill a man ifit struck him, and Chief 
Sexton said he thought it would. Is there 
room for all the wires under the streets?’’ 
continued tne Senator. 

No doubt of it. They could all be put 
there. Conduits large enough for them all 
could be constructed. 

‘*Could you put trolley wires in conduits 
and operate them?’’ 

Why. certainly,’’ was the reply. 

CHIEF LINDSAY. 

Chief Lindsay of the Fire Department testi- 
led that the system in vogue in St. Louis was 
fraught with danger to firemen when they 
attempted to use the apparatus. There had 
been loss of life, and fires had been caused by 
the electric wires. There was special danger 
from the trolley and electric wires. The 
others became dangerous only when they 
came in contact with these, and they were 
all in the way. 

Senator Burks said. We understand that 
the City Council has power to have the 
wires put under ground. Is that  s0?’’ 
The Chief replied that he understood that 
some of the companies had power from the 
State and he did not know as to the power of 
the city. He thought the Legislature had 
power to put all the wires under ground. 

Chairman Yeater suggested that the duty 
of the committe was, in his opinion.as to the 
feasibility of putting the wires under the 
ground. If the committee should decide that 
it was also its duty to look intothe equality of 
the measure, he asked f it wouldn't be bet- 
ter to question lawyers. 

Jam asking him about the legal question. 
He has good sense and every man who has 
good common sense is a good lawyer. I'll 
ask you if a company has not erected a 
building with a view to .putting the wires 
under: ground.’’

Mr. Burks said he was satisfied the Chief 
knew more about fires than he did about 
wires, and as there was likely to bea fire, he 
would excuse him. 

In response to questions from Dr. New- 
bury the Chief said that the telephone wires 
were as dangerous asthe others under cer- 
tain circumstances. When they broke and 
come in contact with the trolley and electric 
light wires they were deadly, The company 
owning the present conduit had a franchise 
to build on any streets in the city. The 
franchise was not exclusive. As the Ohief 
understood it other franchises could 
granted. 

Do you know how much it would cost 
anyone to get another franchise?’’ asked 
Senator Burks.’’ 

The Chief did not Know. 

Do you know how much it would cost to 

t the franchise now existing?’’ 

Chief Lindsay was equally ignorant as to 
that. He testified that the telephone and 
telegraph wires would not be dangerous to 
life if it were not for the trolley and electric 
light wires. 

Chief Lindsay was then excused. 


LIGHTING SUPERVISOR O’ REILLY. 

Andrew J. O'Reilly, Suvervisor of City 
Lighting, testified that his experience ex- 
tended over fifteen ‘years. The only cases of 
death fromAhe wires was from those carry- 
ing alternating currents. He only knew oftwo 
cases of death from contact with these. No 
deaths had occured from the arc light wires 
or the trolley wires. The alternating were 
the incandescent wires. There had been 
fires from the contact of electric light wires 
with buildings. Telephone wires might set 
fire to buildings after contact with the elec- 
tric light wires. Fires had occurred in that 
way. Many other fires had been attributed 
to the wires, but the witness did not know 
whether the wires had really started them. 

Senator Burks asked why the wires had not 
been put under ground long ago, and Mr. 
O' Reilly answered that it was because of the 
expense. 

That is susceptible of several construc- 
tions. Do you mean that it would cost some- 
thing to get the franchise from the city?“ 

No, I don’t know that that would cost any- 
thing. But it would cost a good deal to con- 
struct the conduits.’’ 

Do you know anything about the present 
conduit in St. Louis?“ 

**Il don’t know who owns it, but I know 
there is a conduit here extending over about 
a mile. It contains nothing but fats.“

Allegheny and Beaver County bars. The 
proceedings will beinstituted at once and 
will be far-reaching in theirresult. If suc- 
cessful it willinvolve the absolute surrender 
of all the property of the Economite Society 
and its confiscation by the State. It will be 
a proceeding in escheat, based on established 
precedent of eminent legal authority and an 
act of Assembly forbidding the conduct of 
societies whose principles are at variance 
with public custom and against the spirit of 
the constitution. 

There are not more than four hundred 


souls inthis singular Pennsylvania village. 
which. Hes a few miles west of Pittsburg. 
The place stretching der a rich plateau 
which skirts the Ohio River for several miles, 
ends at the oid fort where Mad Anthony 
Wayne lefta cannon in his camp many years 
ago, which not long since was sold for old 
iron. The scenery all about the town is pict- 
uresque.

It isa queer religion that teaehes, first that 
the two cardinal principles of life are indus- 
try and integrity; second that marriage ‘in 
most cases is only licensed prostitution, It 
is so taught here. Yet these people live to- 
gether year in and year out and are happy in 
their solitude, if you may callhome by that 
name, where all the best elements of life set- 
tle.

Yet the trains 
of the great Pennsylvania rallroad 
system carry ou past Economy 
many timesaday. Whoever has read Long- 
fellow’s poem of ‘‘Old St. David at Radnor,’’ 
in which he describes the little church among 
the trees, where old Mad Anthony Wayne is 
buried, will finda suggestion of those beau- 
tiful lines among the gullies, fertile fields 
and smiling homes of this wonderful settle 
ment, where the glory of Gen. Wayne is still 
reflected in the camp he made at this place. 


GEO. RAPP, THE FOUNDER, 

Years ago in Germany religious bigotry 
took a twist on the nose of George Rapp, who 
was a great character in those times. He 

ult the old church in Wurtemberg and 
ounded a little religion of his own. The 
Lord Jesus was taken as the pattern for the 
individual, and the system of the first 
Christians, brought about through the 
out pouring of the holy spirit, was 
taken as the model for the commun 
Earnest men do many foolish, as well as 
many big things, and it has often been sald 
by the wise ones that only great results come 
from adversity. It was Fr. Rapp who, born 
in 1757, founded the Ha: mony Soclety in 1805, 
which numbers now only a handful. 
When this land of freedom held out 
its paw in the early days, even before 
freedom was established, the Economites 
fled from, Germany and located in this 
country. Butler County was their first home. 
Afterwards they moved to Harmony, in In- 
diana, in 1815. The fever and ague shook 
the teeth out of most of them, and carried 
many tothe grave. So they returned to the 
little village on the Ohlo ‘River, seventeen 
miles from the greatest manufacturing city 
in the United States. There they now live 
in peace and plenty. The names of the 
three villages, and the only three they have 
founded in this country,are called Harmony, 
Ind., Harmony, Pa. and Economy, which 1s 
just now under consideration. These titles 
proclaim the broad principles upon which 
they have founded a communai, industrial 
and religious life, 

THEY ALL LIVE WELL. 

I believe there are about 400 citizens in 
Economy, yet less than fiffy people own the 
town. All others areemp pee ene do as-the 
master directs. Those who work under the 
wings of this religious and economical sect 
draw their bread, their wine and every 
neeessity of life from the few who teach the 
doctrines that you shall not give and be given 
in marriage, As a rule the Economites do 
not speak the English language; they stick 
to the mother tongue; do not believe in com- 
bat, take no part in politics, ive to make 
money and to enjoy themselves. 

How dothe employes fare? A good house 
to live in, good food to eat, good wine to 
drink. a arden in which to sow seed and to

A pretty miss of the place went With him as 
his wife, and she is back with him; the queen 
ofa communal sect which teaches that 
celibacy isthe purest formof life and the 
marriage relation sacred only when en- 
tered into for the purpose ‘ofg prop- 
agation. This may see & misnomer; 
but while the men and women of the Econo- 
mite Society live apart, they make no restric. 
tions upon those who desire to go out into 
another life.

Duss plays the role of Queen of the V lllage, 
the windows are curtained with silk, made 
by the nimble hands of the German women 
of the community; the great rooms inside are 
beautifully furnished, and the walls are cov- 
ered with religious.pictures and mementoes 
of the soclety. 

Before the death of Fr. UHenrici it was 
supposed that the community was enormous- 
ly rich, but soon after his tuneral the report 
was heard that there were morteages on the 
property. itthen became known certainly 
that Economy was by no means as rich as it 
was supposed to be, and then came the news 
of the legal proceedings, John Duss is a 
bright young man but after the controlling 
mind ceased to be he could net hold the com- 
munity together. 


THE HOME RULE oF HORWAY. 


Ejornstjerne Ejorngon’& Views on the 
Political Situation in Tha Country. 


Wew York, Feb. t1.—Bjornstjerne Bjorn- 
son writes as follows: The home rule of 
Norway is the Englishman’s name for Nor- 
way’s Struggle for independence in foreign 
affairs. The name is, of course, entirely 
misleading. Norway hasthe most absolute 
home rule. According tothe Constitution of 
the country, formally recognized in 1814 
by the King and Parliament of Sweden. 
Norway has nothing in common with Sweden 
but the royal family and the obligation to 
defend her sister country. The constitu- 
tion says that the country shall have her own 
representatives abroad, who shall be Nor- 
wegian citizens; has her own consuls, and 
shallconclude her own treaties with other 
nations. But these rights have remained 
dormant. The provision of the constitution 
that the country shall be independent in her

But now she feels strong 
enough toclaim the honor and rights ofa 
sovereign peoole in every way. The longer 
a petty kingdom exists, the clearer does it 
become that it is disadvanta geous for the 
smaller nation. Is independence good for 
the big ene, but injurious tothe small? Good 
for the English, but ruinous to the Norse- 
men? Good for the aristocratic Swedes, but 
not for democratic Norwegians? Ithink it is 
good for all, individuals as well as peoples, 
big nations and small ones, when they pos- 
sess self control and education. Nor- 
way’s earliest history, as: contained: in 
the sagas, are tales of an individualism 
which nowhere was stronger. During the 
darkest times of the country—the Union witn 
Denmark--the nation suceeeded in obtaining 
more liberty and more authority than the 
leading people. Norway, in 1814, gave to 
herself a freer constitution than either Den- 
mark or Sweden has obtafmed to this day. 
She has no nobility, no privileges, and in her 
political institutions is far ahead of her two 
sister nations. Why, then, should she not be 
as independent as any of them? She has dis- 
layed to Europe mental Capacity of the 

ighest order. Her administration and in- 
stitutions have in many Ways become a 
model, What moral right has the Swede or 
any other nation to be her guardian?“

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CHEATING IN SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 


Prof. Schuyler Makes Som> Strong State- 
ments Before the Pedagogic Society. 
The Pedagogic Society listened to a lecture 

from Prof. Wm. Schuyler on the subject, 

**Dishonesty in Examinations,’’ yesterday 

morning at 100’clock inthe Assembly Room 


of the Foster Building, Sixteenth and Pine 
streets. The address, which Mr. Schuyler 
delivered from notes, was sprightly, bold and 
characteristic. In the discussion which fol- 
lowed, some of the prineipels referred to Mr. 

Schuyler’s ungarnished statements as de- 

cidedly cynical sentiments. Mr. Schuyler 
opened his remarks with the statement that 
children were not moral Deings, and that all 
of them would lie and cheat sometimes, al- 
though none of them would lie all the time. 

Cheating in examinations he said was com- 
mon in every school. There was no excep- 
tion to this rule, whether the modus operandi 
was the circulation of pees with correct 
answers, the use of whi cuffs or immacu- 
late vests, orany of the many processes 
with which the professor seemed to be well 
acquainted. He spoke of thealleged code of 
honor which is supposed to obtain among 
puplis and students, and the class- room free- 
masonry which obligates scholars to help 
each other. He spoke of teachers who made 
the proud boast that there was no cheating 
in their classes, although he found the same 
error in the papers of all the pupils in par- 
ticular rows. Speaking of the causes of 
rary gray f in examinations, Mr. Schuyler 
said that the attitude of teacher and pupil 
was frequently that of judge and culprit, or 
of a policeman and a captive noodlum. The 
consequence was a lack of sympathy, and the 
failure of the teacher to become the in- 
structor, counselor and friend of the pupil. 

Mr. Schuyler quoted the time-worn aphorism, 

All is fair in love and war, and said 
that this dictum,. applied to pupils 
assing through the ordeal of an examina- 

ion, begot a ‘‘military’’ or ‘‘business’’ con- 
science, Mr. Schuyler found no fault with pu- 
pils for this lax morality of theirs, because 
aid not their mothers cultivate the ‘‘socie- 
ty’’ lle, and did not their fathers Brac- 
tice the business“ lie? Children, he said, 
could not be moré moral than their parents 
and instructors, and the modern civilization, 
which obtains .mong parents and teachers, 
is to a certain extent built on lies. The 
product of this state of affairs was the apti- 
tude of pupils to «‘‘erib’’ in their 
examination, a habit, he said, 
which lowered the character of 
the scholar at each repetition. 

Mr. Schuyler took up the remedies for the 
evil of cheating and dismissed at once the 
close watching plan. He said thatthe stricter 
the watch of the teacher the keener became 
the ‘‘cribbing’’ faculty of the pupil. Deceit 
begot deceit, and spying upon pupils in ex- 
aminations with the intention to prevent 
**copying’’ was very like curing chronic 
disease with external ‘applications, The 80 
called Virginia plan, Whſch is in practice in 
the University of Virginia and at other 
Southern seats of learning, which puts stu- 
dents on their honor not to giveor receive 
assistance, did not have much merit in Mr. 
schuyler’s eyes. He said that the 
pledge system had weight only 
where the chivalric spirit of personal 
honor had become part and parcel of the in- 
stitution and of the personal character of the 
pupil ilsand students. Hence this plan would 

eimpracticabie in the High School unless 
the spirit of honor was inculcated all along 
the line from the primary grades. Mr. 
Schuyler gave some of his own experiences 
with classes where the pledge of honor 
had been exacted, but where the white cuff 
and vest devices were much used by the pu- 
puls with the ‘‘military’’ consciences. He 
quoted the he pegeage from the Lord’s Prayer 
Lead ot Into Temptation,“ and said 
that a B practical remedy for cheat - 
ing would be to remove my | — 
tions which examinations plage.

CORNERING PIG-TIN. 


Tin Can Maxers and Fruit Fackers 
Much Exercised Thereby. 


NEw YorkK, Feb. 11. --The consumers of pig- 
tin, as well as the manufacturers of tin- 
plate, tin-can makers and fruit packers, pre 
much concerned at what appears to bean 
attempt tocorner pigtin. A big petition is 
being gotten up which will be presented to 
the peesent Congress, asking that 
that section of the McKinley 
bill making pig-tin subject to a duty of 4 cents 
a pound, to take effect July 1,1893, be repealed 
It is the intention of the petitioners to 
repeat their request tothe incoming admin- 
istration if the party now in power fails to 
do anything forthem. According to the state- 
ments of several members of the New York 
metal exchange, English speculators are 
buying up all the pig-tin in sight and ship- 
ping it into the United States, 
where it is being stored until the 
four cents a pound duty goes into effect. 
The Exchange people say that the claim of 
the promoters ofthe McKinley bill that the 
duty was intended to protect the industry in 
the United States 18 all bosh. 
No tin is profitably produced in 
tnis country. Some tin was obtained from 
the Temescal mines in California, but the 
mines have shut down, and at the meeting 
of stockholders held in London a few 


day ago the report showed that it cost nearly 


four times as much to produce a ton of block 
tin as it could de sold for in the 
market. As for the much advertised 
Harney Peak mines, no pig- tin 
has been turned out as a result of ali the 
work done there. The tin consumers of the 
country say that the tax on block tin should 
not be put on until the production of the 
metal in the United States reaches 5,000 tons 
a year. Foreign speculators have been aware 
of the situation foralong time and with the 
producers have combined to take ad- 
vantage of the imposition of the 
four cents a pound tariff. On the 
first of this month the visible supply of pig 
tin was 17,127 tons, as against an average 
supply of 12,000 tons for the past 
ve years. The importations into the 
United States at the present time 
are nearly double what they usually are. 
The result will be that on July ithe specu- 
lators can at once raise the price just the 
amount of the duty, and 
have the market to themselves 
as long as the stock lasts. It is claimed that 
the speculators will clear over $1,000,000 as 
the result of their corner unless Congress 
removes the duty.

SWEPT INTO THE SEA

The Deck of the Steamer Pomeranian 
Washed by Terrific Waves. 


THE DECK SALOON, CHART-HOUSE, 
BRIDGE AND BOATS CARRIED AWAY. 


* 


Two Officers, Four ofthe Crew and Five 
Passencers Drowned — The Deck 
Cleared of Every Movable Object — 
Capt. Dalziel Fatally Injured, Dying in 
a Few Hours—Other Disasters. 


Loxpox, Feb. 11.—A number of passengers 
were lost in a heavy storm onthe Allan Line 
steamer Pomeranian, from Glasgow, Jan. 27, 
via. Moville for New Lork. The 
boat has returned to Greenock. The 
Pomeranian was about 1,150 miles west- 
ward from Glasgow when, on Feb. 4, she 
encountered weather of unusual severity. 
The gales had increased with great sudden- 
ness .until a heavy sea swept over the 
deck, carrying everything before it like 
an avalanche. The deck saloon, the chart- 
house, the bridge and the boats were 
smashed and swept away by the tremendous 
force ofthe waves, and when thesea had 
passed over the decks were a scene of ruin, 
and the shrieks of perishing sailors and 


passengers could be heard in the waves that 


surged about the dismantled steamer. 

Capt. Daiziel had been on the bridge when 
the avalanche struck the vessel. He was 
swept from his postand dashed against the 
bulwarks, where he lay stunned and helpless. 

The mates, John Cook and John Hamilton, 
who were onthe bridge with the Captain, 
were swept out to sea and drowned. 

Besides the first and second officers named, 
two quartermasters, two stewards, four first 
cabin passengers and one second cabin pass- 
enger perished by drowning. 

James and Lillian Gibson of Dalkeith, Jane 
Caffery of Londonderry and John Stuart of 
Glasgow were the first cabin passengers lost. 
They were in the deck saloon at the time of 
the disaster and were huried overboard. 
They were never seen again, but survivors 
say a despairing cry pierced the air even 
amid the thunderous roar of the waters. 

Peter Forbes of Dundee was the second 
passenger missing, and the stewards were 
James Pritchard and Fred Westbury. The 
stewards were engaged at their usual duties 
when borne off their feet and swept into the 


sea. 
Two seamen named Peter McLean and Wm. 
Urquhart, who were on duty at the time,also 


perished. 

For a moment after the catastrophe the 
survivors were too stunnedtoact. With the 
Captain disabled and the first and second 
mates drowned, there was no one for the mo- 
ment to give orders. Every one looked about 
to see who was in command. Then the third 
officer quickly brought the crew to their 
senses and took prompt action to save the 
steamer and its human freight from further } 
calamity. All the instruments for navigation 
had been sweptaway except the after-com- 
mee by which the steamer had to be navi- 


Capt. Dalziel was borne below. His in- 
juries were fatal and he died on the follow- 
ing morning.

At his desk in the Mayor’s office of the new 
City Hall the Chief Executive whom the peo- 
ple of St. Louis will choose on April 4 will for 
four years have charge of the material in- 
terests of a city of half a million people, 
entering upon the most important epoch of 
its existence. 

These four years will be remarkable in the 
history of st. Louis. Questions of municipal 
policy are pressing into public notice of a 
kind unknown to former mayors, and vitally 
affecting the interest of the city. A bad 
mayor, a weak mayor, a mayor of 
immature judgment may hurt the city 
greatly. A good mayor, a strong mayor, a 
mayor with ideasthat are sound, may give 
St. Loulsan impetus that will put it in the 
front rank of American cities. 

Naturally, therefore, the voters of this city 
want toknow ifeachof the several gentle- 
men whoare candidates forthe mayoralty 
has decided what policy he will pursue if he 
is nominated and elected, and if so what it 1s.

No. 6. Fixing the price of franchises is one 
ot the most difficult duties in the city govern- 
ment, and if some plan can be devised for 
their sale at public auction, which wil regu- 
late the question by the law of supply ana de- 
mand, it will recelve my support, 

No. 7. This measure was recently intro- 
duced in the Council, and I have not care- 
fully considered its merits or defects. My 
vote on the bill, however, will establish my 
record in the matter more conclusively than 
anything Icansay at this time in reply to 
this question. 

No. 8. The police courts should de sus- 
tained and the Executive should not permit 
an impression to prevail that a fine once 
imposed can be easily removed by political 
or personal influence, Each case should be 
considered on its own merits for the purpose 
of correcting errors and tne excercise of hu- 
mane instincts, where no other remedy can 
be had. I do consider the record of the re- 
mits of fines in the Mayor’s office 
as public documents, subject to the inspec- 
tion of citizens at their request, under such 
reasonable regulations as the transaction of 
nublic business may require. I consider 
publicity one of the greatest safeguards an 
official can have, and he owes it to him- 
self to take shelter under the protect - 
lug influence of a reasonable public. 
I believe all books and papers in the Mayor’s 
Office and all other city uepartments should 
be open to inspection by citizens, the same 
as the books and papers of a business con- 
cern are open to inspection by its stockhold- 
ers, with such exceptions as are necessary to 
protect the city’s interest.

CANNOT BE ENROLLED. 


Attorney stark Denied the Privilege of 
Prosecuting Bond Forfeiture Cases. 


Judge Edmunds yesterday overruled the 
motion made by Chas. B. Stark, attorney for 
the School Board, to be enrolled as associate 
counsel with the Circuit Attorney in cases in 
the Criminal Court where the proceeds in the 
form of fines or bond forfeitures would go 
to the school fund. The application was pre- 
sented to the courtlast Monday. Attorney 
Stark for the School Board and O. C. Bishop 
for the State arguedthe matter yesterday. 
Attorney Stark held that the interests of 
the School Board were at stake and 
demanded that he should be _ enrolled 
as associate counsel with the Circuit At- 
torney in order to see that the revenue from 
forfeited bonds and fines be paid into the 
school fund. Attorney Bishop stated that an 
order for the School Board counsel tu act 
with the Circuit Attorney was uncalled for 
and illegal. The Circuit Attorney was capable 
and willing to carry out the law. The School 
Board attorney, Mr. Bishop held, could not 
be made an attache ofthe court. Judge Ed 
munds stated that he would have to over- 
rule the motion, asthe School Board coun- 
selor had the written statement of the 
Circuit — = that a Ust of the cases in 
which bonds been forfeited, or fines im- 
posed, Would be furnished every month, and 
the court thought that that was sufficient.

ASIATIC CHOLERA. 


What it Is, and the Manner in Which 
it is Spread. 


NEEDED MBASURES. 


. THE CONTROL 
AND PREVENTION 


THE DISEASE. 


How Cholera Originates—Causes and Ra- 
pidity of Its Spread—Impure Water 
One cf the Common Vehicles—Dangers 
to Which St. Louis Is Expgsed—How 
They May Se Averted. 


The subject of pure water is one that is 
now attracting the attention of St. Louisans. 
The possibility of the invasion of cholera 
next summer makes this subject of even 
more than ordinary interest. The Legion of 
Honor have taken the matter up and in- 
tend to take such steps as will secure the en- 
actment of legislation which will provide 
suitable safeguards. 

The following address on Asiatic cholera 
and needed measures to prevent and control 
it, was read before the Legion of Honor by 
Albert Merril of the State Board of Health: 

The bare fact that cases of Asiatic cholera 
have been brought to our Eastern shores is 
sufficient in itself to cause everyone familiar 
with the history of the disease to view with 
uneasiness the unprepared condition of our 


State should cases appear in our midst. 

„What, someone will ask, Has it not 
been stamped out?’’ Why alarm the timid 
by even suggesting the other possibility? 

In reply we will say that in common with 
all the country. we rejoice that thus far the 
vigilance of the national and State authori- 
ties has checked the introduction of the dis- 
ease into the interior. But should this lull 
us into security and inactivity? Should we 
not rather look fairly in the face the possi- 
bility that the disease may elude the vigi- 
lance of sanitary guards at some of our 
ports? What is the lesson of history on 
this subject? In Calcutta and Bom- 
bay it always prevails to a 
certain extent, and has been known in Hin- 
dostan since that country was first visited by 
Europeans. Protracted religious festivals, 
long pilgrimages, crowding and filth with 
pollution of water supplies used for arink- 
ing, together with the strange fatalistic in- 
ditference to measures Of prevention or cure 
(owing to the belief that the disease is an 
evidence of divine displeasure), furnish the 
conditions for occasional outbreaks of great 
and uncontrollable virulence. 

From this region along the routes of travel 
and commerce, favored by famine, unusual 
hot weather, gatherings and migrations of 
people and absence of sanitary precautions, 
cholera starts out on its occasional tour of the 
world. The rapidity ofits progress has in- 
creased as modes of travel have improved. 
What is known as the epidemic of 1832 started 
from Asia ip 1827, the first Cases arriving in 
America April, 1832, per ship Constantia, 
from Limerick, Ireland, which landed at 
Grosse Island, quarantine station for Quebec, 
Canada, and was followed by three others 
before June. By the 24th of June the disease 
was undeniably epidemic in New York, and 
soon spread throughout the continent, ling- 
ering about four years. 

In 1848 it again appeared, starting from 
Asia in 1846, and lingered in this country for 
six years. It entered New York and New 
Orleans about the same time, in December, 
1848. From New Orieans it spread north- 
ward, becoming epidemic in 1849, with newly 
imported cases at New York and Baltimore. 

Starting again from India in 1865, the pest 
landed in New York by thirty-six different 
vessels from Kurope, during November and 
December of the same year. The cold 
weather entirely prevented its spread during 
that winter, but it broke out early in May 
1866, being directly traceable to infected 
clothing of emigrants arriving during the 
winter. 

In 1878 the epidemic broke out in New Or- 
leans, starting as usual in the Orient. 

The last two visitations ended with the 
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fifth 7. the 8 five years to reach our 
India; five months sufficed for 
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In view of these facts weare justified in 
asserting that should any infected person, or 
any of the belongings suchperson, escape the 
vigilance of the sanitary authorities at any 
of our various ports, cholera will prevail, 
more or less (depending on the efficiency of 
local sanitation) during the winter, if mild, 
or if ordinarily cold will lie dormant and ap- 
pear next opting. We must not forget, 
either, the possibility of further early impor- 
portation of the disease€rom infected Euro- 
pean ports in 1893. 

The travel in eo with. the World’s 
Cotu n Exposition suggests t thought 
that such an Unusual moyement of people 
from all parts of the world is a source of 
serious menace as favoring the dissemination 
of the infection throughout the country. It is 
a‘‘pilgrimage’’o! a new kind to thisnewilland 
of ours to commemorate and rejoice in the 
opening up to all of homes for the homeless, 
and opportunity for the oppressed and down- 
trodden—shall future history record the re- 
moval of thousands of these ‘‘pilgrims’’ by 
disease, as 30,000 succumbed in 1866 at the 
Mohamedan shrine in Mecca? 

The query is startling, but the conditions 
expected in 1893 are extraordinary, and can 
only be met by the most perfect organiza- 
tion, systematic sanitary surveillance both 
general and local, and control of suspected 
cases. 

This, then, is the problem: 

An epidemic of cholera such asthe country 
bas experienced inthe past is a fearfui 
thing, both on account of the loss of life and 
attendant misery, and the economic 
calamity. It may, however, be asserted with 
confidence that given thorough and scientific 
sanitary preparation and efficient, general 
and local surveillance of cases, its epidemic 
prevalence is impossible. 

This is a strong statement, but is as true as 
itis strong. Atrue knowledge ofa threat- 
ened danger makes possible thejbest prepara- 
tion to meet it. Just now the public mind is 
lulled into a state of indifference because no 
new cases have been recently reported. 

This apathy is to be deplored, as it pre- 
vents preparation with that deliberation and 
system that will render it efficient. 

The general government and sanitary au- 
thorities at our ports are alive to the danger 
and have thus far protected the interior 
from the spread of the infection. This se- 
curity may continue through the winter, but 
what is our preparation should their vigil- 
ance be eluded, or new infection be intro- 
duced next spring or early summer? 

Outside ofa fewofthe larger cities of our 
State, absolutely no preparation has been 
made, andignorance of the dangers is the 
only explanation of the seeming indifference 
on the subject. 

But what is needed? This question we will 
endeavor to answer in more or less detail. As 
preliminary, and as indicating the conclu- 
sions of modern science on the Mature and 
mode of extension of the disease, we present 
the following: 


FACTS ABOUT CHOLERA. 

Asiatic cholera is an infectious disease, 
having asaspecific exciting cause a minute 
vegetable living + Parasite known as the 
comma bacillus’’ of Koch, 

The agent is transportable from place to 
place, and under favoring conditions rapidly 
multiplies within and without the human 
organism. Cholera primarily attacks the in- 
testinal canal of its victim, entering always 
by way of the stomach, 

The infecting agent always exists in the in 
testinal contents of persons suffering from 
the disease, and is discharged in the evacua- 

tions find by vomited matters. These latter 
contain the parasite and convey it directiy or 
indirectly to the healthy. ' 

In the process of development and growth 
of the parasite, both within and without the 
body, there is produced a specific poison 
called aptomaine, having specific chemical 
characters. This ison formed in the un - 
man body attacks the mucous or lining mem- 
brane of the intestinal canal, causing an in- 
flammatory irritation and finally is abso 
and enters the blood, destroying some of the 
red corpuscles and altering the functions of 
many more. The poison causes serious 
nervous disturbance, manifested 
circulatory and réspiratoi 
the well-known eral ch 
tack of Asiatic cholera.

water, but if the water contains a certain 
amount of organic or vegetable matter, Is 
capable of enormous multiplication therein. 
Clothing and personal effects which have 
become contaminated with choleraic evac- 
uations are the usual means of preserving 
and conveying the infection for long dis- 
tances, both by landand sea. Hands fouied 
by handling such things, or accidentall 
sOlled with the discharges from persons suf- 
fering with the disease, will contaminate 
food and drink, and infect the healthy by 
way ofthe stomach. Contaminated water 
and, directly or 1 ly, contaminated 
food are the means ofaccess of cholera in- 
fection to the human body. 

If the significance of these facts is fully 
appreciated, it must de evident to 
every intelligent person that any and all 
measures of protection against the spread of 
cholera must be based on the destruction of 
the living infectious principle orthe disease. 

Experience has conclusively shown that 
this can be done by heat, applied by means of 
steam or boliing water, and by chemical dis- 
infectants, the first two for solled rsonal 
effects, the last for the discharges from the 
attacked. The use by the heaithy of all food 
thoroughly cooked, hot drinks or water that 
has been boiled, are rational personal meus- 
ures of prevention against infection. 

With the foregoing facts before us we are 
now prepared to examine more carefully the 
problem of the sanitary preparation of our 
city and State for the possible advent of 
cholera in our midst. 

SANITARY SAFEGUARDS. 

Inthe first place it should be impressed 
that outbreaks of cholera are liable to be 
sudden, and it they are to be prevented from 
becoming virulent and widespread all pre- 
cautionary preparation and organization 
must be made in advance of its appearance, 

The fact that the infectious parasite can 
propagate rapidly in accumulated filth is one 

xpianation of the necessity for removal and 
destruction in advance ofall such breeding 
places from which water, foodand personal 
effects may become contaminated. 

The liability of infection in an individual is 

creased by impaired health from any cause, 

nd it is universally acknowledged that Althy 


Sane diminish vital energy and re- 


sistance to disease, an additional argument, 
if any is needed, for rigid sanitary cleanli- 
ness of his surroundings. Both the general 
blic and the individual are therefore in- 
erested in this problem. The safety of both 
the health and commerce of our State as 
well as those with which we have trade or 
other communication would be seriously 
evopardized by the escape and spreadof the 
nfection from a single case of cholera, 
should such occur within our Dbor- 
and incessantly watch- 
responsible agents with 
abundant means for effective action 
should be provided at public exponen. to in- 
sure that every sani precaution be taken 
at once to prevent the introduction and 
spread of the infection, The public have 
a right to be assured that every rational pre- 
caution has been taken, and therefore should 
assume through intelligent and responsible 
agents the strictest surveillance, control or 
custody ofall infected persons, dwellings or 
thin until the danger therefrom to the 
people is removed,

WOTABLE MASS MEETING OF 8ST, CLAIR 
AND MADISON COUNTY CITIZENS. 


Work Projected Which Will Cost $1,000,- 
OOO he Legislature to Be Asked to 
Make an Appropriation—Mrs. Clara 
Rogers Sues for Divorce—Bast Side 

News. 


_ Since the flood of last spring when thou- 
- sands of acres of One farm land in the Amer'- 
can Bottom along the east bank of the river 
were inundated by the Mississippi's overflow, 
owners of property in that section have been 
clamoring for protection from future recur- 
rences of the memorable flood. Under exs!- 
ting circumstances it is impossible to secure 
such protection, but interested per- 
sons think the conditions may 
be altered 80 that the result 
Gesired may be obtained, Along the east 
bank of the Mississippi, between the river 
and a range of hills called the bluffs, there 
are about 160,000 acres of first-class farming 
land, comprising the section extending from 
Alton on the north to Cahokia on the south. 
East st. Louis is the business center of the 
tract and the interest of the city is in devel- 
oping the country, which cannot be 
thoroughly done until protection from over. 
flows ig secured. There appears to be 
only one way to prevent overfiows,and that is 
to build a dyke along the river bank from 
Alton toCahokia. Thecost of the construc- 
tion of sucha dyke would probably not be less 
than $1,000,000, and no municipal corporation 
could undertake to shoulder the expense: 
However, itis deemed feasible to build the 
Gyke by forming an independent corporation 
embracing all the cities and towns 
in the section subject to over- 
flow. This cannot be done unless 
the State Legislature makes special! provision 
for it. It is the intention of the promoters of 
enterprise to petition the Legislature for 
he enactment ofa speciallaw to cover the 
case. Pursuant toa call recently issued by 
Mayor stephens, a meeting was held at the 
City Hall here yesterday for the purpose of 
starting the movement. The meeting was a 
very large one. Representative citizens of 
St. Clair and Madison Counties were present, 
and the project was discussed by a number 
ofthem. Mayor Stephens was made Chair- 
man of the meeting and T. L. Fekete and J, 
R. Miller were appointed secretaries. Judge 
John B. Hay of Belleville made 
a statement in explanation of the enterprise, 
giving an idea of what was to be done and 
the 2 manner of procedure. Following 
Judge „ Capt. Walbridge, President of 
the St. Louis Council, made a speech in 
which he assured the meeting that St. Louis 
would co-operate with the people of the east 
side in anything calculated to be of public 
benefit. Other prominent men in attendance 
spoke on the subject,among them being Hon. 
T. T. Ramey of Madison County, a member of 
the Legislature; Hon. Alex Hope of Alton, 
F. G. Cockrell of East St. Louis, Judge A. 8. 
Wilderman of Belleville, J. W. Kirk, 
Hon. F. 8. Weckier of Freeburg, another 
member of the Legislature; Charies Travous 
of Edwardsville, and E. L. Thomas of Belle- 
ville. The outcome ofthe meeting wasthat 
Ohairman Stephens was authorised to ap- 
point a delegation to wait upon the Illinois 
gislature. This was done by resolution. 
The substance of the resolution was that the 
“delegation should ask the Legisiature to 
enact a law which would empower townships 
or counties in any part of the State to incor- 
porate asa district for the construction of 
public works and to issue bonds to 
raise funds with which to defray the ex- 
pense. The members ofthe delegation have 
not been named, but will be appointed in 
the future by the Chairman. aving ac- 
complished the preliminary work, the meet- 
ing adjourned subject to cali of the Chair- 
man. The next step will be to have surveys 
and plans of the proposed improvement 
made, but this will not be done until the 
Legislature has taken action on the petition 
of the delegation to be appointed, as the 
whole enterprise hinges on the possibility of 
a special law er for the incorpora- 
tion of improvement districts being enacted 
by the Legislature. —

SPECIAL TAXATION. 


Interesting Decision Rendered by the 
Supreme Court of Illinois. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 11.~—The Supreme 
Court of this State has rendered a decision 
of general interest to the people of every 
county in Dlinois undertownship organiza- 
tion, in a case which bas been brought up 
from Jasper County. But few counties in the 
State are now conducting public affairs under 
any Other than township organization law. 
Newton Township officials got together at 
the regular semi-annual meeting in Septem- 
ber, and among other business transactions 
made a levy of taxes by special 
taxation for certain purposes. Dis- 
satisfied parties, to make a test case, 
took the matter beiore the Supreme Court 
upon the plea that the officials had no power 
to levy taxes at this meeting. That court 
coincides with the objectors and holds that 
town levies should be made on the day of the 
town morn, by the electors themselves,

New Tonk, Feb. 11. Every patriotic citi- 
zen must deplore the present condition of 

our national currency and must hope de- 
voutedly that the scales of ignorance and 
sodden prejudice may fall from the eyes of 
our law makers in Washington. There’ is, 
nevertheless, a certain pleasure to the 
philosophical student of finance in watching 
the beautifully logical sequence of events. 
When the Sherman law was passed in 1890 
there were a few men whose judgment and 
experience were great enough to show to 
them its weak points and what its effects 
‘were to be, They were denounced as 
croakers by the great majority. But it 
was not very long before there were 
f substantial additions to their ranks, 
and by the summer of 1891, a year after the 
passage of the act, thinking men the country 
over recognized the dangerous features of It. 
This general recognition was followed by an 
extreme depression in the security market. 
Stocks and even gold bonds declined heavily. 
It was the old story that itis the first scare 

which frightens. For since that time our 
financial condition has been growing steadily 
worse. We have been losing gold faster and 
faster, until now we have arrived at some- 
thing very near toacrisis. Yet the security 
markets are much higher than they were in 
the summer of 1891. Now that the situation 
is thoroughly recognized,it seems to frighten 
noone. Only the mysterious is capable of 
producing fear. At the present time the 
country is watching wl equanimity the 
‘steady outpour of gold, th» basis of our 
national currency, and the legislators at 
Washington have shown by their votes that 
they do not consider any change for the pres- 
ent laws to be demanded. 

Vp to the present time the expectation of 
thinking men as to the effects of the Sher- 
man law have been similar, and the facts 
have borne them out. The various develop- 
ments have been such asa philosopher might 
think outin his study, the increase inthe 
production of silver causing lower prices, 
the inflation of our currency tothe extent of 
reOundancy, the rise of sterling exchange 
rates to abnormal figures, and the steady 
ana Constant exportation of gold in large 
quantities. The philosophers see ahead 
further exportations of gold until the ability 
of the Government to redeem its obligations 
in gold ceases. Then they see a premium on 
gold, a small one at first, measured by the 
demands for the metal for export. But 
they leave out of account, as theorists 
usually do, the element of human in- 
terference with natural laws. In these 
days, when there is a demand for 
paternalism in government, for government 
ownership of railroad and other corporations 
and even of lan, for government supervision 
of railroad rates, and even of prices of pro- 
ducts, the element of human interference is 
by no means to be overlooked. Already it 
has come into the present situation and has 
to a slight extent checked the operation of 
naturallaws. Some of ourcity banks have 
turned into the subtreasury $6,000,000 of gold 
certificates, receiving an equal amount of 
legal- tenders in their stead. The banks 
were willing to trust the Government to the 

extent of changing the Government’s prom- 
ises to pay, against which specifit amounts 
of gold are stored for Government 
promises to pay in gold, against 
which no specific amounts of 
gold ure stored. The Government is aided 
thereby to the extent that it calls inso many 
promises to pay against which specific sums 
need not be held. Thus it can meet the de- 
mands for gold for export to Europe without 
reducing further its free gold. The demand 
is supplied from the gold which is freed by 
the deposit of the gold certificates by the 
banks. The banks have applied the gold 
cure tothe Treasury. But the bankers who 
have thus come tothe relief of the Govern- 
ment are too wise tothink that what they 
are doing is anything more than the mildest 
sort of a palliative. 

Remedies of this nature can no more stop 
the operation of financial laws than a broom 
can sweep back the Atlantic Ocean. They 
post one the inevitable day of reckoning. 
Thatisall. Meantime they are supposed to 
have a favorable influence on public confi- 
- dence. The extent of this influence is not 
probably very great, however, and it is fully 
counterbalanced by the fact that this action 
of the banks has called public attention to 
the steadily weakening state of our national 
currency. But the banks of this city stand 
ready to do much more than they have done.

The incréase in capital invested in manu- 
facturing industries in the city grow. at the 
rate of nearly 16 per conta year in the cen- 
sus decade ending with 1890, and it is gratify- 
ing to learn from statistics and unofficial re- 
ports that can be relied on, that this per- 
centage rate of growth shows no sign of fall- 
ing off in the first two years of the current 
decade. Few industries indicate an increase 
legs than 8 per cent, while many exceed it— 
several leading ones showing 10 to 15 per 
cent, 

St. Louis now stands asthe fifth manufac- 
turing city of the United States—New York, 
Chicago, Philadlephia and Brookiyn alone 
ranking above it. The increase in the value 
of the manufactured product between 1880 
and 1890, according to the late census, was, 
for New York, 56.20 per cent; for Philadel- 
phia, 72 per cent; for Chicago, 149 per cent; 
for Cincinnati, 67.15 per cent; for Baltimore, 
9.19 per cent, and for st. Louis, 100 per 
cent, the increase tor St. Louis being 
greater than for either of the-other cities 
named except Oh „ The increase in 
the amount of capital invisted in manufact- 
uring in the same decade was for New York, 
97.87 per cent; for Chicago, 818.68 per cent; Tor 
Philadelphia, 91.25 per cent; for Baltimore, 
104.63 per cent; for Oincinnati, 76.70 per cent, 
and for st. Louis, 180 per cent, this increase 
also being greater for St. Louis than for 
either of the other cities named except Chi- 
cago. 

Its capital invested in manufacturing in- 
creased from $50,832,886 in 1880 to $140, 775,802 in 
1890; the number of establishments from 2, 
924 to 6,148; the number of hands employed 
from 41,625 to 98,610; the aggregate wages paid 
from $17,743,632 to $58,165,242; the cost of ma- 
terials used from $75,879,967 to $122,000,000, and 
the value of the product from 5114, 888.878 to 
$228,714,817, and on a very considerate esti- 
mate the product of 1892 was at least §270,- 
000, 000. 

St. Louis stood fourth in the per capita 
value of manufactures in 1890—and this, 
altnough it is farthest removed from what 
has heretofore been regardedasthe indus- 
trial center of the country. 

OTHER INDUSTRIES. 

When it is stated that the annual output of 
bricks inthe city and its immediate Vicinity 
Is 300,000,000, worth $2,100,000 a year, some 
idea may be formed of the importance of 
this local industry. 

The sales of sewer pipe show an increase of 
about 15 per cent over 1891. The whole output 
from all the factories located here is esti- 
mated at about 60,000 tons annually. This 
material is shipped chiefly throughout the 
Midale States, the South and Northwest, 
with scattering sales in New England and on 
the Pacific Coast. Thereis some export busi- 
ness, but it is comparatively trifing. Dur- 
ing the year shipments were made to Cuba 
and Guatemala. 

The capital invested in the sewer pipe 
plants located in St. Louis is about $600,000, 
and the value ofthe annual output of the 
combined factories at about the same 
amount. 

The receipts of lumber for the year were 
62,121 car loads—745,452,000 feet—Dy rail and 
115,491,163 feet by river, and 7,852,880 feet of 
superficial logs—the aggregate being equal to 
883, 943, 163 feet of lumber, an increase of 18, 
545,152 feet over those of 1891, and 202,132,575 
feet over 1890. The shipments were 34,105 car 
loads—409, 260,000 feet, an increase of 103,776,- 


000 feet over those for 1891. 

The whole duct of manufactured tcbacco 
in the United States, in tne fiscal year ending 
June 30, was 283.962,87 pounds, of oe 
the. factories of St. Louis contributed 21 
cent, or more than one-fifth. 
for the calendar year, 1892, 
pounds, of which St, Louis produced 87, 863, 876 
pounds, or 22 ‘cent.

The importance of this convention cannot 
be measured or overestimated. It is conced- 
ed by the underwriters of the country and by 
the National Association of Fire Engineers 
that the cities must look in the future for 
exemption from the ravagesof fire, toa rad- 
ical change in the methods practiced in build- 
ing construction. This is a question in which 
all classes and communities are directly in- 
terested. A city is largely dependent upon the 
character of its buildings forthe prestige it 
enjoys among the other large cities. 

The convention will discuss the nature and 
cause of the terrible fire calamities and de- 
mand of the proper authorities positive 
measures for the pubiic safety. The 
question of an efficient national sys- 
tem of building laws, to de enforced 
by the Inspectors, who are educated archi- 
tects or practical master-builders, and what 
constitutes and should be strictly fireproof 
buildings, will be among the subjects 
presented, and the additional legislation 
necessary for this purpose. Many of the so- 
called fireproof buildings are misnomers.

It Has Led to Five Suits at Law, Compris- 
ing Divorce Proceedings, Demands for 
Damages and a Charge of Criminal 
Assault—The Actors in the Drama and 


the Parts They Played. 


New Tonk, Feb. 11.—Had five explosive 
shells from the Vesuvius fallen through the 
roof of the fashionable boarding-house run 
by Mrs. Mitchell at 463 Fifth avenue, they 
could have caused no greater consternation 
than prevails at present in the establish- 
ment. All the excitement has been caused 
by innocent lvoking legal papers which, 
however, represent a wide variety of legal 
procedure. There are five suits, as follows: 
Sarah D. Ashley against Dr. Achille Edward 
Davis, a criminal suit for assault; 8. D. 
Ashley against Dr. A. E. Davis, assault; a 
civil suit for $10,080 damages; Sarah D. Ashley 
against Dr. Bed Franklin Parish, slander; 
$5,000 damages asked; Lewis L. Woodworth 
against Jose Sanchez for alienation of wife’s 
affections, $10,000 damages asked. Lewis L. 
Woodworth against Lillian Woodworth for 
divorce on statutory grounds, 

Of course a woman was the cause of the 
disaster, and Mrs. Mitchell, as she sits in the 
ruins, thinks with regret of the peaceful time 
before the arrival of Mrs. Sarah D. Ashley. 
She came as a professor of the Delsartean 
art in search for rooms, When she inci- 
centally remarked that she had among her 
pupils the Rockefellers of 4 West Fifty-fourth 
street, ana the Furnisses of 461 Fifth avenue, 
the stately reserve of Mrs. Mitchell melted 
away, and she became quite friendiv for a 
proprietress of a Fifth avenue boarding- 
house. Now Mrs, Mitchell refers to Mrs. Ash- 
ley a3 a massage operator and wishes that 
she had never given her that bedroom on the 
third floor. 

Mrs. Ashley met the other boarders at the 
table and discovered that the front rooms on 
her floor were occupied by Mrs. Lillian Wood- 
worth and a Miss Hart. She understood that 
the first woman’s husband was away some- 
where in the West. On the first floor lived 
Dr. Achille Edward Davisand Dr. Benjamin 
Franklin Parish and there too, they had their 
offices. On the intermediate floor, in the 
second atthe back, lived a swarthy Cubaa, 
Mr. Jose Sanchez. 

For some time nothing occurred to disturb 
the Delsartean soul of Mrs. Ashley. She fol- 
lowed her occupation by day and returned tu 
her room in the evening with a peaceful con- 
science and contented mind, bathed in the 
odor of the respectability which prevaded at 
463 Fifth avenue.

MADE A OOMPROMISE. 


THE YALE ATHLETIO SITUATION DETERMINED 
BY THE STUDENTS’ VOTE. 


New HAven, Conn., Feb. 11.—The Yale ath- 
letic question was settled to-day for another 
year at least by a university vote held 
through the day onthe following questions: 

1. Shall the acts and agreement of the 
athletic captains and managers be ratified 


and stand till Jan. 1, 1894. 

2. Shall a committee, composed of the 
captains and managers ofthe four athletic 
organizations, ex-officio, and four members 
ofthe graduate departments, be elected by 
the several departments upon nomination 
by the Chairman of the Yale News, two from 
the law school and one each from the medi- 
cal and theological echools, be empowered to 
draft constitutions for the four athletic or- 
ganizations and propose the same to the Uni- 
versity for ratification before Jan. 1, 1894. 

The students turned out well, and the total 
vote polled was 1,181. The first ues- 
tion was carried by a majority of 187, and the 
second by 781. The vote in the jaw school on

Stantly killed. In 1876, during the dreadful 
epidemic of yellow fever, I was in Memphis, 

ean., where hundreds were dying daily on 
all sides, Two of my American companions 
and myself were down with the fever— 
a Dr. Newton of St. Louis and a 
gentieman of the name of Kelly from Louis- 
ville, We were all attacked oy the fever 
at about the same time and were all taken to 
the same ward in the hospital. While we 
were lying there, r on our Cots, sur - 
rounded by the most dreadful scenes imagin- 
able, I whispered to Kelly to secretly spit out 
his medicine on his handkerchief. The sick 
people around us were taking the alleged 
yellow fever cure and dying like sheep. It 
was plain enough that the medicine did not 
cure. Kelly took my advice and he, Newton 
and I, by means of a little persuasion 
(for the discipline was very lax and every 
one was 79 and cared nothing for 
three sick men, more or less), got out of the 
hospital on a dead run. was 
already becoming delirious, but 
knew enough to make for a Chinese laundry. 
The proprietor proved to be a fiend, and he 
saw at once that with me it was either death 
or ‘hit the pipe.’ While I lay there in a hait- 
unconscious condition my Chinese friend 
cooked the opium pellet, put it in the bowl 
and thrust, the pipe in my mouth. I knew 
just enough todraw with all my might and 
swallowed the smoke. After the third pipe 
I began to realize my surroundings 
and was able to speak coherently. 
I did not stop hitting the pipe until nine of 
the little pellets were absorbed into my sys- 
tem in smoke. [fellinto a deep sleep., and 
when lawoke Iwas sa completely cured of 
the yellow feverasif [had never been sick 
with it. Kelly followed my example and 
begged the yellow heathen, our saviour, as 
he proved to be, to do the same for him that 
he had done for me. Instead of falling to 
sleep after the seventh pipe 
Kelly vomlted freely after resting 
a few hours got well. Poor Newton stuck to 
the ‘scientific’ remedies, and like most of 
the others, who did tne same thing died. 
Americans may suggest the argument 
against Opium smoking. It is the common 
impression here that a dose or two of opium 
smoking, even if used as a medicine, would 
make a ‘fiend’ of the patient. The same 
— tig might be used thatadose or two 
of brandy used as medicine would make the 
patient a drunkard.

And so, notwithstanding the custom has 
somewhat died out with the present genera- 
tion, it is safe to predict that the postal 
clerks throughout the country will realize on 
Tuesday next that there still are aconsid- 
erable number of people left who are 
mindful of the fact that itis St. Valentine's 


day. 

In late years attempts have been made to 
Improve upon the old lace valentines with 
their glittering gilt and tinsel. Handsome 
and elaborately gotten up sachets, mouchoir 
cases, glove boxes andthe like, have been 
substituted, so that one might present some- 
thing useful as well as beautiful and orna- 
mental. But with all these innovations the 
dealers say that the old-time lace specimens 
still hold their own remarkably well and are 
as popular as ever. Some of the handsomest 
of these can now be purchased for S0icents, 
where formerly they brought as much as $3 
and $4 apiece. They make a very pretty show- 
ing and for the children are considered more 
suitable in every way than the more expen- 
sive modern ones. 

Celluloid has been used very extensively 
this year in making some of the more dell- 
cate specimens. andas it affords an excel- 
lent surface for hand painting, the artistic 
effects reached in many of the designs, are of 
a high order. 

Some of the novelties of the season are in 
this shape of rough, tinted card boards 
about the size of a postal card,on which 
are inscribed various sentiments something 
after the style of the missing word’’ sen- 
tences. On these, however, the miss- 
ing word is supplied dy the insertion 
in the proper place of a piece 
of wood, a match, a feather,a blot of ink, 
etc. 

For instance some of them rea d like this: 

Dear friend, do not (blot) me from your 
memory.’’ 

From a friend who will stick closer to you 
‘than (glue). 

Let us strike a (match).’’ 

**As (wood) is consumed by fire, so my 
heart burns for thee.’’ 

**Your presence makes my heart light asa 
(feather).’’ 

And soon through dozens of different speci- 
mens. One particularly bright and pretty 

valentine after this style, which an Olive 
Street dealer saysis quite popular and sells 
readily for50 cents, is asmall match safe 
made of two folds ofa piece of celluloid, at- 
tached to a card to be hung on 
the wall, all of which is hand- 
somely decorated with hand paintings. 
The sentiment inscribed above the receiver 
is: ‘*You will find your match in me. 

Another isa miniature bevel-edged plate 
mirror, Inclosed in folds of card-board, with 
an inscription on the outer folds, ‘‘Look 
within and you will see my valentine.’’ 

Then again there are two hearts overlap- 
ping each other, with a dozen others back of 
them, each hand-painted and containing an 
appropriate sentiment. 

There is one called the ‘‘Spider and Fly’’ 
valentine, which is somewhat unique in de- 
sign. It is a small folio of card-board, with 
a circle cut in the front page, across which is 
woven a splder’s webin green silk, through 
which is discerned a parlor painted on the 
inner leaf. The verses accompanying it are 
entitled Fly People’’ and run as follows:

It represents tweive 
little cherub faces in wreaths of daisies, and 
the verses appended read as follows: 


Sweet little faces, Isend them to you, 
Bright with the sunlight and fresh with the dew; 
Cheeks like June roses; soft, blushing and bright, 
Blooming together, roses red and snow white. 
Eyes of forget-me-nois, eyes hazel brown, 
Sweetest of any in village or town. 


One entitled My Own Valentine,“ repre- 
sents four little picaninies fresh from the 
cotton flelds of the South and united after 
the style of the Siamese twins. 

, Then there are bunches of celluloid hearts 
artistically decorated, pendant from a 
larger one by means of variegated ribbons. 

There are horseshoes, bells, flowers and 
small books of every description. 

All of these range in price from i cent to $4 
and one must be over particular not to find 
something to suit his or her fancy. 

For the small boy who wants a caricature 
for fun there are hundreds of different va- 
rieties, with verses attached, which are 
simple, mild and idiotic, as well as gross and 
scurrilous.

GLASS EYES. 


How They Are Made and the Trouble 
They Sometimes Cause. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

By far the greater number of glass eyes 
used in this country are of foreign manu- 
facture. It is a singular fact, but one which 
no dealer will dispute, that artificial eyes of 
American make are not equal to those im- 
ported. The exact reason why this should be 
so is perhaps hard to find, but the 
prevailing impression appears to be that 
a workman possessing the requisite skill 
for successfully painting and making glass 
eyes finds other and more profitable 


de lds open for the exercise of his talents. 
Whether this be the true reason or not, it is 
more than probable that unfortunates 
doomed to see their way through life hand- 
capped by a glass eye will willingly pay the 60 
per cent tariff at present levied upon the 
more satisfactory imported article. 

New York, Cincinnati and Philadelphia 
supply nearly all the glass eyes of American 
make. The persons engaged in their manu- 
facture are for the most part foreigners, who 
have mastered the art in Europe, 
and who are too conservative to for- 
sake the trade they have probably followed 
for many years. The principal defect ap- 
pearsto be an inability to supply the im- 
mense variety of shapes and colors required 
to make up a good stock from which to se- 
lect. Brussels and Paris together supply 
about one-half of the tutal number of eyes 
used, while Venice and Beriin also furnisha 
large number. The Mueller eye, so cailed 
after its maker, is perhaps the best and most 
favorably known, or, at all events, is the one 
most frequently recommended by experts 
and by the medical profession. 

To begin with, the glass first 
blown into circular or elliptical shaped 
spheres as desired. Opaque glass, in shapes 
varying froma pure white to abluish ora 
yellowish tinged white, is used for this pur- 
pose. Alight bluish base for the coloring 
matter is then burned in, upon which is 
painted first the pupil and next the iris of the 
eye,in the colors desired. Next come the 
minute veins to be seen upon the natural 
eveball. The painting is done by hand, each 

rt being burned in separately as applied. 

ver the whole is burned a thin es of 
glass which gives the finish tothe eye, after 
which it is cut and shaped according to the 
design required, and is then ready for the 
market. As no two pairof eyes are said to 
be of exactly the same color, a large variety 
of shades are required, in addition tothis an 
aimost N large number of shapes have 
to be made to insure a perfect fit. Ihe shap- 
ing is to a great extent done at random, as 
in this manner a much greater variety is 
secured. The colors used are all shades of 
brown, green or blue, or mixtures of these. 

Many people are unaware of the fact that 
atter an eye is removed a stump as a rule re- 
mains in the socket. It is only in rare cases 
that the aperture is left entirely vacant. 
Over this stump the artificial’ eye is placed, 
and a. cod fit is secured it 
will move in unison withthe natural 
member. The prevailingidea that a glass 
eye remains stationary in the socket is an 
entirely erroneous one; as this is not the 
case unless an imperfect shape has en se- 
lected. Custom-made eyes would s 
raise a smile of incredulty in most rsons, 
but they are by no means uncommon, since 
they are frequently made tothe order of in- 
dividuals who wish to secure an absolutely 
accurate match combined with a perfect ut.

A NEW SWITCH APPLIANOHD.

Mr. Francis C. Mudd hasinvented a switch 
which may settle for the future all questions 
about strikes in this particular department 
of the railroad service by doing away with 
switchmen.

orders of their legal superiors. fhe ten- 
dency has reached such an extent that it 
bids fair in the near future to concen- 
trate in Washington complete control of all 
military operations, usurping the determina- 
tion of the most trivial questions which 
should be decided in the geographical depart- 
ments and never be permitted to reach Wash- 
ington. It deprives all officers, even depart- 
ment commanders, of any proper control 
over their commands, This has proceeded 
so far already that the conirolof all the de- 
talls of army matters is rapidly passing into 
the hands of two or three staf departments, 
these staff departments themselves not be- 
ing under control of the Commanding Gener- 
alofthe Army. Any attemptto change this 
condition of affairs is sure to result inthe 
cry that military authorities are trying to 
interfere with the lawful preroga- 
tive of the Secretary of Var 
whose name and authorit is invoked 
to support all assumptions of these several 
departments. The result of this is that 
officers on the frontier have nothing to do, 
while the staff officers in Washington are 
overwheimed with a perfect deluge of busi- 
ness impossible for them to perform prop- 
erly, and which has really to be done by irre- 
sponsible cierks. In individual cases, when 
the staff officer is conscientious and zealous 
he is worked to death. In other cases he 
simply signs his name to a multitude of 
papers prepared for him by his numerous 
cierks.

creasing draft on the forests. No one is 
more aware of the inevitable result of the 
present treatment of these forests than those 
actively engaged in reaping the har- 
vest of timber, to mature which na- 
ture required centuries of time. There 
isno need to dwell hereon the calamities 
Which would follow the extinction of the in- 
dustrial and commercial interests connected 
with the forests, upon which so many thous- 
ands of people are dependent for their exist- 
ence,or to contemplate the evil consequences 
of the destruction of the high forest, over 
large areas, in affecting existing conditions 
of climate and soll. These themes have be- 
come truisms, which in our day can escape 
noone taking an active interest in affairs 
affecting our material welfare, Still, with all 
the light afforded by science and the teach- 
ings of national economy, there exists a pop- 
ular disregard to matters pertaining to for- 
estry, and little headway has been made in 
the attempt, through State action or other- 
wise, to secure to posterity some of the ad- 
vantages of the forest wealth now enjoyed in 
this country and considered so indispensable 
to our prosperity.’’

Sir Spencer Wells, for- 
merly the President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, 
writes of cholera in the 
Forum; ‘‘It is vain to 
hope for the abolition of cholera if its bacilli 
are stillto be preserved by burying in the 
earth the bodies of the victims. The dead 
bodies of cholera patients are not merely 
dead organic matter. All dead bodies, 
whatever may have been the cause of death, 
contain myriads of living organisms. As 
soon as life ceas es these organisms assist in 
the process of decomposition, form poison- 
ous products, and may excite disease if 
brought into contact with living beings. 
But wh at is much more important is the fact 
that, in a proportion of less than 20 per cent, 
the bodies buried in the usual way in the 
earth contain, in addition to the ordinary 
agents of decomposition and putrefaction, 
the germs of zymotic diseases; the seeds of 
scarlet fever, yellow fever, small-pox, 
typhoid, cholera—the germs of pestilence al- 
most imperishable in the earth, ready after 
many years of latency to revivify and recom- 
mence their infective activity. Any mode of 
burying the dead in the earth, with or w ith- 
out a coffin,exposes the living to unnecessary 
danger. Anything short of complete destruc - 


tion by fire or by some powerful chemical 
agent must be powerless or incomplete as a 
sufeguard.’’

AN ENGLISH PHYSICIAN’S ATTACK 
ON THE VEGETARIANS. 


Some of Henry Ward Beecher’s Lectures 
Now First Printed—-A Tale of Cos- 
mopolitan Life in Rome— he Newest 
Novels. 


It is a pleasant thing to see the vegetarians 
who have been having it all their own wey 
lately, paid in theirown coin. This they are 
in ‘‘How Nature Cures, a New System of 
Hygiene,’’ by Emmet Dinsmore. The book 
is published in London by Swan, Sonnen- 
schein & Co., and in New York by Stillman & 
Co. 

The author uses the 415 pages in the book 
to argue vegetarianism. He claims 
that bread and all cereals are most un- 
wholesome and cause the deterioration of 
tissue and a breaking down of the constitu- 
tion. A diet of fruit, nuts, fish, eggs, meat 
and milk is the properthing. It was the 
natural food of man, and is as strengthening 
now as ever, 

„How Nature Oures’’ claims that the 
natural life of man is 120 years; a perusal of 
chapter 16 will show that this view is sup- 
ported by the eminent naturalists Buffon 
and Flourens; and in the same chapter 
quotations from Sir James Crichton-Browne, 
one ofthe most eminent of Engiand’s living 
physicians and scientists, afford the strong- 
est proof that man’s natural age reaches at 


least to 100 years.

Henry Ward Beecher’s sermons make much 
better reading than those of Talmage. 
They are simple, without striving after ef- 
fect, and wholly human. Fords, Howard & 
Huibert have just published Bible Studies, 
a Series of Readings from Genesis to Ruth 
with Familiar Comment,“ by the great 
preacher. The lectures are edited by John 
R. Howard from unpublished stenographic 
notes of T. J. Eluincott. 

The volume of about 440 pages is prefaced 
with two newly published sermons on 'The 
Inspiration of the Bible“ and How to Read 
the Bible. The uncommon common sense 
which so strongly characterized whatever 
Mr. Beecher said, is notably apparent in 
these two discourses. On the theory that 
this acute and philosophic age demands an 
idea of God that shall satisfy the God-given 
faculty of reason, he recognizes the imper- 
fect human media through which the divine 
wisdom of the Hebrew Scriptures was 
brought to man. Thus while full power is 
left to the inshining of the divine 
light into the prophetic and poetic ‘‘holy 
men of old,’’ there is no attempt to insist 
that they transmitted that light in perfec- 
tion; and, conversely, the clear errors and 
imperfections of their early records are 
neither maintained as ‘‘true because in- 
spired,’’ nor allowed to weaken and distort 
that which is true by being upheld as all of 
equal authority. Enlarging the scope of in- 
spiration to all of God’s children, while 
pointing out the peculiar adaptedness of 
some to receive and achieve by it, he de 
mandés that men use their reason to discrim- 
inate what is true and whatis not, tried by 
the standard of the revelation of Christ. 

Unquestionably, most readers will be sur- 
rised, first at the admissions made by the 
ecturer as to the childlike simplicity and 
childish errors of these ancient chronicles, 
the limitations and crudeness of their ideas 
of God, the barbarity and savage cruelty of 
Israelitish warfare (with the absurdity of 
supposing it to have been commanded by 
God), and the low, immoral plane of life 
generally depicted by them: and then, on 
the other band, as the shrewd sense with 
which he dla es out the practical value of the 
books, their germs of great truths, and the 
foundation-stones which they have furnished 
for subsequent civilizations.

without the slightest foundation 
in fact; aud that the real facts 
of the case are entirely misrepresented 
in the narrative ot your correspondent. Ten- 
nyson never had, and never had occasion to 
have, ‘‘relations with booksellers, in Scot- 
land or elsewhere, regarding the sale of his 
own works. 

The actual facts of the case are that Forres- 
ter is one of the somewhat numerous fra- 
ternity of second-hand book dealers in Glas- 
gow. It was more than suspected that he 
and another dealer whose name it is un- 
necessary to introduce, were doling some- 
what of a trade in the sale of cheap 
foreign reprints of British authors. Such 
a trade was in direct violation of the 
copyright laws; it defrauded the publisher 
who had id large sums for the 
copyright of the works; and it was an in- 
fringement of the license under which the 
dealers were authorized totrade. Forrester, 
who was dy no means a juvenile at the bust 
ness, Knew perfectly well what the copy- 
right and bookselling laws were; and he 
knew that such a trade was grossly illegal 
and rendered him liable to prosecution and 
— Transactions of that nature were, 

owever, traced to him and his fellow dealer; 
and the publishing firm which at that time 
had the copyright of Tennyson’s works in- 
stituted legal proceedings against them both 
for the vindication of thelr rights. Both 
offenders cried ‘‘Peccavi!’’ and settled the 
proceedings by the payment of a 
moderate poiialty and the destruc- 
tion of all the pirated copies in their 

ossession. Lord ‘Tennyson was never in 

orrester’s store in his life; he was no party 
to the suit, and his name was not used init, 
wry + casually asthe author of the works 
that had been pirated, Tennyson had really, 
at that time at least, nodirect pecuniary in- 
terest in the mere sale of his works, as he 
had an arrangement with his publishers, 
under which they paid bim a certain sum an- 
nually, fora fixed term of years, in return 
for the exclusive right to publish his works. 
The question, therefore, was one purely be- 
tween respectable puolishers and piratical 
dealers, and the publishers only did what 
wes morally, commercially and legally 
right, when they called in the action of the 
88 stamp out a clandestine and illegal 
trade. 

Tennyson had himself a slight connection 
with the city of Glasgow. His sister who 
was to have rried young Hallam (whose 
early death inspired *‘In Memoriam’’) after- 
ward married Dr. Lushington, the Professor 
of Greek in Glasgow University. It was the 
approach of that marriage that imparted the 
sOmewhat joyous tone to the conclusion of 
that immortal poem, and it was to that 
brother-in-law to be that in it he paid the 
famous tribute: 

And thou art worthy, full of power, 
As gentle. liberal-minded, «reat, 
Consistent, wearing that weight 

Of learning lightly as a flower. 

But the Lushingtons did not ‘‘coalesce’’ 
much with Glasgow people. Dr. Lushington 
for many years performed with rare distinc- 
tion the duties of his chair during the six 
winter months that the college was in ses- 
sion, living quietly in his official residence 
within the college courts, and seldom seen 
beyond. But during the remainddrof the 
ear he was a non-resident. Anditis not 
nown, even among the traditions of the 
college, that Tennyson ever visited his sister 
there. Glasgow, whose university has given 
itan air of culture for over 450 years, never 
knew of his arrival or departure. And t 
certainly is true that Forrester’s store was 
never glorified by his presence, except in the 
form of his works, which were dealt with 
there on the mercenary principle of helping 
to turn the penny’’ honestly or otherwise.

Never in the history of great events has more 
elaborate or ry yee) A preparation been 
made to practically aid the quill-drivers in 
the gathering and distribution of news. lar- 
ticularly solicitous has been the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the World’s Fair Press Congress, 
which convenes May 22 and continues six 
days, with morning and evening sessions. 

Cnicago women are nothing if not loyal. 
Its twenty professional press women, the 
nucleus of the National Press League, organ- 
ized a year ago to co-operate with the Com- 
mittee on the Daily Press of the World’s Con- 
gress Auxiliary, stand equipped to serve the 
press women ofthe wortd.

er California, (pronounced ‘‘Tee Wanna,“ 
Mexican for Aunt Jane,) has a burro that 
has been pensioned by the Mexican Govern- 
ment. 

All Californtans, and no doubt many people 
in the states, will recall the heavy floods 
of the rainy season of 1890-91 in Somheru Cale 


ifornia, by which a number of lives were lost 
in the Tia Juana Valley and much property 
damaged and destroyed. 

The Legisiature of California, then in ses- 
sion, appropriated $5,000 for the relief of the 
sufferers on the American side of the line 
and many private subscriptions were raised 
for the same praiseworthy purpose. 

The thriving border town of Tia Juana,. 
which contains the Mexican Custom-house, 
is situated on the boundary line and has long 
been the Mecca of tourists to Southern Call- 
fornia who wish to experience the sensation 
of standing on foreign soll, having their 
pocket handerchiefs decorated wit the 
official Custom-house stamp and purchasing 
Mexican cigars and other curios. 

When the floods came the Tia Juana River, 
ordinarily asmalistream, became a e . 
torrent and, breaking its banks withou 
warning during the night, cut a new channel 
for itself directly through the center of the 
village and swept away, with but one or two 
exceptions, cvery building in its path.

My Near Old Jack:

the first question is answered in the affirma.- 
tive, that settles it—I don't come to Mis- 
souri. 

„As to the second—if there is no immediate 
prospect, say for four or five years, I will 
hasten to make my abode among your peo- 
ple, for, to be honest with you, I long for a 
respite—a surcease from the mental strain to 
which I have lately been subjected. 

Jou knew me as a boy budding into man- 
hood; knew that I was proud, high-spirited 
and ambitious—one who sought rather to 
rule his companions than be ruled by them— 
but you do not know me as a married man, a 
man of family. If you did you would not 
wonder why I am so tired of living in Kansas 
and want to move into Missouri. 

have no reason to believe as yet that 
marriage is a zallure, but I most emphati- 
cally state that female suffrage is and always 
will be. But let me keep cool, or I will never 
finish this letter. Women in the State of 
Kansas have a right to vote. That isall 
well enough, and I would interpose no ob- 
jection on that score if they would only vote 
and do nothing but vote just as their sweet 
judgments dictate. 

But where is the woman who can do this? 
If she lives in the State of Kansas I have not 
seen her or heard of her. 

„My wife, unfortunately, has plenty of 
spare time on her hands, and as she has an 
idea that she was born to bea politician and 
sway the destinies of something besides our 
two children, she improves each shining 
hour during the day, and patiently awaits 
for my return in the evening to demonstrate 
to me what she has accomplished.
